No one is willing to say 
when, but eventually Virginia 
Beach will have a new major 
thoroughfare, probably a four- 
lane undivided highway iMiral- 
leling Virginia Beach Blvd. and 
extending from the oceanfront 
to tadepf ndence Blvd. 

While in some places entirely 
new roads must be built to 
complete the highway, in others, 
existing roads will be widened 
and upgraded. The finished road 
will provide another east-west 
artery, this one south of the 
Virginia Beach-Norfolk Ex- 
pressway and Virginia Beach 
Blvd. 

A third artery, probably to 
be known as Old Donation Blvd. 
stretching from Independence 
Blvd. to Laskin Road, north 
of Virginia Beach Blvd. has also 
been discussed and planned for 
several years, but no actual 
plans have been made for that 
road either. 

South of the Expressway the 
road will begin at Norfolk Aven- 
ue and the Oceanfront and fol- 
low (he existing street to its

Of Drivers 
Favored 

By a slim majority, readers 
of the/VlRGINIA BEACH SUN 
have voted in favor of subject- 
ing themselves to drivmg.tests 
and written tests in order to 
renew an operator's permit. 

Of those who responded, 53 
per cent said "Yes" and 46 
pk cent said "No" to the ques- 
tion, "In view of the rising toll 
on highways, should drivers 
be ftilly retested, both on the 
road and by examination, every 
three years to receive a new 
driver's licence?" 

The other one per cent gen- 
erally favored a re-examination 
of some type but not one as 
stringent as that posed by the 
SUN SURVEY. One reader sugg- 
ested a variation, "such as 
every five years up to age 50 
and every three years up to age 
70." No mention was made for 
those over the age of 70. 

While the public opinion sur- 
vey does not profess to repre- 
sent the entire thinking of the 
residents of Virginia Beach, it

Approximately 780 displaced 
students from the burned Kings 
Grant Elementary School 
lx>arded school buses somewhat 
earlier than usual today, Thurs- 
day, for their ride to Windsor 
OaJcs School. 

Windsor Oaks is the school 
under construction just off 
Rosemont Road on Van Buren 
Drive. The students wUl attend 
classes there until Kings Grant 
is reiMdred. 

At present Windsor Oaks has 
28 classrooms available but no 
cafeteria, office or gynmasium. 
All students will attend a full 
day rather than split shifts as 
was first suggested. 

Kings Grant School burned 
on the morning of Dec. 17 after 
a fire broke out in the office 
and spread through the vent- 
ilating system and insulation. 
There was 50 to 60% overall 
damage to the school from fire, 
smoke, heat and water, All ceil- 
ings will have to be replaced 
along with electrical wiring. 

School Supt. E. E. Brickell 
said of split shifts, "It was 
rejected as not being consistent 
with the philosophy of the School 
Board or with the wishes of 
our people; the step we are 
taking will insure a full day's 
school for every Virginia 
Beach boy and girl." 

Windsor Oaks was due to be 
opened in January to children 
in the Windsor Oaks area. 
These students are presently 
attending Pembroke Meadows 
and Point 0' View schools and 
will now continue to do s^ Bro(A, mc. 
Brickell said he felt this was longs to her 
better than transferring them to 
another unfinished school. 
Pembroke Meado\^ and Point 
0' View were still under con- 
struction when school opened 
in the fall. 



Street. Chester Street will be 
followed to Rosemont Road. 
From that point to the land 
fill area where the future am- 
phitheater will rise, a new road 
will generally parallel the toll 
road. The path of the existing 
road from the land fill to In- 
dependence Blvd. will complete 
the thoroughfare. 

City sources are only willing 
to say that the plans for the 
•completed i>str etch are long- 
range, but at least one portion 
will probably be finished witiiin 
the next five years. The section 
from one thousand feet east of 
Potter's Bridge to Rosemont 
Road already has engineering 
study money available. In ad- 
dition money was improved in 
the last bond issue for the 
engineering stud^ of South Lynn- 
haven Road from the toll rpad 
to another bad curve and bridge 
over Cox's Creek at the roller 

rink. 

The engineering will be con- 
tracted in three phases, accord- 
ing to Public Works Director 
Charles Kiley, and is expected 
o cost gibout $20,000. file first 
' as'e will include studies on 
both sides of the bridge on Pot- 
ter's Road; the second, Lynn- 
haven Road, and the third from 



Lynnhaven Road to Rosemont 
Road paralleling the Express- 
way. 

W. M. HoUoman, City En- 
gineer, said the engineering 
studies will probably be com- 
pleted in ttie next year or so, 
but added he could not esti- 
mate when the roads would be 
built. He and Kiley both indi- 
cated they are hoping to get 
money appropriated for this new 
part of the through&re in City 
Manager Roger Scott's pro-

In keeping with the policy to 
pare down ttoards and comniis- 
sions considered to be unwieldy, 
the city's Advertising Board 
will lose seven of its members 
with final i^ssage of an ordin- 
ance at City Council's next 
regular meeting ' on Jan. 13. 

Council has already passed 
ihe ordinance on first reading 
at its last regular meeting which 
cuts the ad board from 17 to 
9 members. At the same time 
residence requirements were 
removed and staggered terms 
set up. 

In the past members of the 
board, which handles and places 
the city's $135,000 advertising 
budget each year, had to live 
in specific boroughs of the city, 
and appointees were chosen to 
represent those boroughs. The 
new, smaller board has no re- 
strictions on residency. In the 
past all members were ap- 
pointed for one year. The new 
board will have one, two and 
three-year terms for members. 

All current appointments have 
expired. They ran out on Dec. 
31, 1968, and Council is expected 
to consider new appointments 
at its informal meetfaig Monday 
and at the regular meeting the 



ad board will include the presi- 
dent of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
current president of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Innkeepers Associ- 
ation, as did the old 17-man 
board. John McCorabs, City 
Councilman, has served as 
chairman of the board in 1968. 

At the same regular meeting 
Council will also consider 33 
new zoning items and two major 
apartment projects that were 
deferred from the last zoning 
meeting in December. 

A total of 1,562 townhouses 
and apartments will be consid- 
ered, and school sites and over- 
crowding of schools are sure 
to play a key role in any Council 
action. 

The planning commission has 
recommended approval of 161 
units for the Lake Edward Cor- 
poration at Baker and Newtown 
Roads, 124 units for Banks En- 
terprises in the same area, 
264 more of Beach Associates 



at Kellam Road and the Norfolk 
& Southern Railroad and 250 
for Lincoln Enterprises, Inc. at 
ShoreDrive and Diamond Springs 
Blvd. for a total of 799. 

The application of Marcus 
Weinstein for 427 units on Las- 
kin Road across from Victor 
Road was deffered pending dis- 
cussion with school officials 
after objection arose from the 
office of School Siipt. E. E. 
Brickell over crowded condi- 
tions that would be created by 
this and another previously ap- 
proved project. 

The application of Kerman 
Realty Co. and Selma Enter- 
prises for 336 apartments and 
townhouses near Union Kemps- 
ville High School was delayed 
at the request of the applicant 
after denial was recommended 
by the planning commission. 

Another deferred item which 
will probably be passed is the

One Suit Decided 
In Pembroke's Favor 



Portsmouth Circuit Court 
Judge Henry W. MacKenzie has 
made a decision against Mrs. 
Gwenlyn M. Wood in her claim 
of title to strips of land in 
the Pembroke area. 

Mrs. Wood had filed ten suits 
in October of 1967,askingdam- 
age payments of $110,000 and 
judgments of ejectment against 
22 defendants in the case. The 
suits were based on interests 
Mrs. Wood had acquired in 
April of 1967. 

The property in question was 
originally intended to be streets 
of a proposed residential devel- 
opment to be known as Sunny 
Brook. The original plat for 
Sunny Brook carried a reser- 
vation clause stating that the 
property would revert to the 
owner if the streets were not 
developed. 

The developers, Sunny Brook, 
Inc., folded in 1926 and most 
of the subdivision lots were sold 
for delinquent taxes. In 1934 
David Morgan and T. E. Pugh 
acquired the unsold Sunny Brook 
property. Mrs. Wood obtained 
the interests of Morgan and 
Pugh from their heirs in April 



1967. Because the streets were

The defense plea entered by 
attorneys Austin Owen, Richard 
Guy, Iliomas Sawyer and Jos^h 
J. Lawler, was based on a 1937 
Princess Anne County Chancery 
Court decision. They contended 
that the 1937* decision cleared 
the titles in question when it 
ordered delinquent tax sales. 
Mrs. Wood's attorney. Garland 
M. Laytdn, argued that the de- 
cision was not binding on the 
case. 

Judge MacKenzie, however, 
has upheld the 1937 decision as 
binding. The title was passed 
to the present defendants under 
the prq?erty saleorderedbythe 
court. Mrs. Wood has the right 
to appeal. 

The property involved in the 
suit included 17 strips of land, 
50 feet wide, in Pembroke Mall, 
Pembroke Square Apartments 
and Princess Anne HighSchool. 

Still undecided is a suit filed 
in April, 1967, on behalf of five 
members of Pembroke Square 
Associates. This suit asks the 
court to quit the title to closed 
streets in Pembroke East and 
Pembroke West only.

Census Bureau interviewers 
will ask householders about any 
plans to buy a house, a car, 
or major appliances during the 
next year. Questions about home' 
repairs and alterations will 
concern th<^e made during the 
past three months and those 
planned to be made in the near 
future. 

The Census Bureau conducts 
a survey of buying expectations 
and home rei»irs every three 
months to serve as a fuideto 
economic growth. A mathema- 
tically selected group of house- 
holds throughout the nation 
serves as a measure of what 
U.S. families own and what they 
eiqiect to buy in the near fu- 
ture. 

For example, a similiar sur- 
vey taken last Jtily indicated 
that about 62 percent of all 
households owned their home, 
21 percent owried two or more 
cars, and about 24 percent 
owned color TV. Ownership, 
however, varied according to 
family income: For households 
with Incomes under $3,000, 50 
percent owned their home, 6 
percent owned color TV and 
4 percent owned more than 
one car. For households with 
incomes ranging from $3,000 to 
$10,000, 60 percent owned their 
home, 23 percent owned color 
TV and 25 percent owned more 
ihan one car. For households 
making more than $10,000, 80 
percent owned their home, 42 
percent owned color TV and 
54 percent owned more than 
one car. 

Households included in the 
survey will not be identified. 
Their answers are confidential, 
and the information obtained 
will be used only for statis- 
tical purposes.

Building Misses Recovd 



Even a last minute surge of 
building permits on Dec. 31 
did not make 1968 the record 
Construction year in Virginia 
Beach, The year 1965 till holds 
the record. 

In that year ihe city issued 
permits valued at $63,522,332. 
In 1968 the last day helped the 
total come very near that total 
figure, but the unofficial final 
tally was more than $63,248,961 
or about $250,000 short of the 
record. 

All during last year building 
permits were issued at such a 
rapid pace that the value was 
running far ahead of 1965. Until 
November it looked like 1968 
would set a new record that 
would be hard to top. Then an 
extremely low total in Novem- 
ber ruined the predictions. 

December was a good month, 
but just not good enough. The 
December total was more than 
$6 million. Of that, about $1.5 
million was for residential con- 
struction. That brought the 1968 
residential total to nearly $42 
million, or about 65 per cent 
of the total. 

On Dec. 31, the builcling and 
inspections division issued 



about $l,50b,000 in permltSr 
Of that more than $1,340,000 
was for two motels. The new 
Holiday Inn permit Is valuecE 
at about $490,000 and the new 
Windjammer permit is valued 
atabout $850,000. ^^:,^ 

A number of apartment and 
townhouse developments are 
still pending and should be 
issued permits shortly, accord- 
ing to Robert Loher, pf the in- 
spections division. i 

He said a number of other 
hotels and housing develop- 
ments had been expected to be 
issued permits before the end 
of the year, but tight money 
or other delays kept the city 
just shy of the record. 

In addition, the Green Run 
Planned Unit Development )|)er- 
mits are expected to be forHi- 
coming shortly. 

Loher had been predicfihg a 
record all year long, and said 
he was really disappointed that 
1968 did not bring a new high. 

"But we couldn't have come 
much closer in our predicting," 
he laughed. 

And the outlook for 1969 is 
bright. The new record jufit may 
come then.

According to McGrady's com- 
panions, he suddenly became 
ill and grasping his chest said 
something to the effect that he 
thought his heart was stopping, 
then lapsed into unconscious- 
ness. The group said they tried 
to revive McGrattly and con- 
tinued riding for another 10 to .

The facLlhat Jt was pas sed 
as a resolution instead of an 
ordinance is good. Violation of 
an ordinance implies criminal 
action, which is certainly not 
a good way to hold city em- 
ployees. Even a mistake could 



make him criminally liable. 
As it is, only administrative 
action is implied. 
The voluntary joining In by the 

staffs of the Constitutional of- 
ficers is indeed welcome, since 
some of tho^e same officers 
have been known to violate these 
principles in the past. Hope- 
fully even the Constitutional 
officers and City Council will 
also see fit to include them- 
selves, especially v/here pre- 
judicial confidential information 
is concerned. 

The code of ethics is pro- 
bably a step in the right direc- 
tion, but in a city where politi- 
cal v/ounds are already deep, 
it came at a time when it a cted 
like salt on those wounds. 

Now^^weHave a code of ethics 
for city employees. Now let us 
all live with it and abide by 
it. And now let us see that any 
violator is punished.

A Spoonful of News 



^ During 1968, Virginia Beach took the lead 
in Tidewater and threw open all its City 
Council meetings to the press, even the in- 
formal sessions held as staff briefings '\)n 
Mondays when City Council did not meet 
in regular siession. 

This was one of the first acts of the new 
City Manager Roger M. Scott. Scott informed 
the members of the press corps that they 
could attend all meetings, but that certain 
matters that could be considered prejudicial 
to the city if prematurely released would be 
off liillKs. In that way Scott made it clear 
he was living up to the letter of the Freedom of 
Information Law' passed by the 1968 session 
of the Virginia General Assembly. 

That law requires all meetings to be public, 
except in personnel problems or appointments 
or financial matters which could have far- 
reaching consequences if made public ahead of 
the time thought best by Council. 
--Scott sought to go one step beyond thisUy" 
allowing the press to listen in anyway without 
the privilege of reporting iiAtil the signal was 
given. The first person to object to this was 
Morris Rowe, of theNorfolkVIRGlNIA-PILOT. 
He said he would rather be exclude(t from 
these private matters so that hexiould get 
the story elsewhere from his sources. 

A few City Councilmen Ml all anyway as 
soon as a private session is over, and there 
has„never been any'trbuble in finding out what 
has happened in those sessions. When thtse 
few told the amount of the bid for the Penn- 
Central industrial property, the entire deal 
reportedly hung in the balance because the 
figure was not to have been released. When 
these few told of the disestablishment of the 
Planning Commission and who had been cut, 
those affected found it out by reading it in the 
papers. The contents Of Scott's new code of 
ethics was in the hand of a newsman two days 
before Council heard it informally. 

All of us, as newsnien, are able to find out 
and publish what happens in thos^ closed 
meetings by contacting the right people. Not 
all City Councilmen break this silence. But 
enough' do to jnake our job easy. 

But now Rowe is apparently not happy with 
the situation he helped create. He has written 
Mayor Frank A. Dusch asking Council "to be 
more aware of the contents and guidelines 
of the Freedom of Information law." He said 
in the letter that be believes Cwncil in a 
number of cases has "abused its legal rights 
to told executive sessions on matters not 
exempted from public me^ings by the Uw." 



However, he also blames himself and other 
newsmen for allowing this. He cites specifically 
the code of ethics which he says is personnel 
policy, not an individual matter which should 
not have been exempted. ^ 

But then Rowe also asks,'in effect, for every- 
thing to be made public before the meetings, 
so that he may use all of the matters which 
will be coming up at Council meetings in his 
stories several days ahead. 

Newsmen are allowed to pick up a copy 
of the upcoming regular Council meeting 
docket on Fridays before a Monday meeting, 
the same time that Councilmen get their copy 
of the same docket. Our ahead-of-time stories 
are written from this and any information 
we can glean from our sources. And that 
again, is very little problem. 

But now Mr, Rowe is asking that "the city 
manager, director of planningand city attorney 
file with the city clerk all correspondence, 
ordinances, documents, reports and lists of 
proposed appointments prior to the release 
of the council agenda at noon each Friday 
prior to the regular public meetings " 

He goes on to say, "To make our job 
easier and to save the valuable time of our 
city officials after each public council meeting, 
1 would further request that you instruct the 
city cler k to attach the above listed pj^ers 
Jo the council agenda handed out to us each 
Friday," 

In this way, obviously, Rowe and others 
could hold a Council meeting in the news- 
papers and on the air prior to a City Council 
meeting. There would be little reason to hold 
a meeting or to have a City Council. It could 
all be handled in the press, handled in any 
manner the reporter wishes. 

The public certainly has a right to know 
what its elected officials are doing in all 
matters, but this kiiKl of spoon feeding request 
is brash and absurd. 

owe said in the letter, "It makes a mucn 
ov..ter story lOi '\is to get Councilmen's com- 
ments and statements from a closed meeting..." 

That is true, and that is the way it stould 
be, if those few Councilmen wish to continue 
giving out infornatlon tbey^do not consider 
must be held private. 

The press has a grave responsibility to the 
citiiens of a city, but Oiat r«ponsibility does 
not include hanging all the a^irs of govern- 
ment, b>' Morris Rofwe, sometimes known by 
some as Jack EtherWfee's "modliplece".'ni»t 
is wtiy we have aCityCoiBicUvlttU menbers.

In 1492, three boats of a size undreamed of captainied by 
Christopher Columbus, were seen by the naked inhabitants of 
a little island in the Bahamas. In this insignificant way the great 
story of America and its contribution to humanity began. From 
this simple beginning to 1968, our nation has tortuously, through 
war and peace, through voluntary immigration and through 
' slavery and indentured servitude reached its present stage. It 
oMeiaUy started in revolt; it prospered by dissentj and became 
great throu^ e]q)erimentation. It is a melting pot where most 
of the world's cultures and races exist side by side, with the 
absolute necessity of peaceably working out their common destiny. 

Our national language is English today because of a fierce 
battle which took place 3000 miles from our shores on the 20th 
of July, 1588. On this date the English defeated the Spanish 
Armada in the English Channel. Had the Spanish won, there 
seems little doubt that this column would be written in the Spanish 
language. The Spanish settled in the south; the English settled 
on the east coast, in 1607, at Jamestown and, in 1620, at Plymouth 
Rock. The French too were powerful and ambitious and in 1608 
France founded the fortified port of Quebec and from thence 
for decades, missionaries, fur traders, and intrepid explorers 
pushed their way into the wilderness to the west. By 1628, 
however, it had been made certain that English colonization 
of the Atlantic Coast although toilsome and hazardous, could 
be undertaken with success. 

From this date until America seceded from the British 
Empire by the Declaration of Independence in July of 1776, 
the colonies were primarily concerned with establishing a per- 
manent civilization on this continent. Slowly in this environment 
a new philosophy was forming. The American dream was beginn- 
ing to evolve in the hearts of men. The economic motive was 
unquestionably powerful, often dominant, in the minds of those 
who took part in the great migration; but mixed with this was 
also frequently present, the hope of a better and a freer life, 
a life in which a man might think as he would and develop as 
he willed. The common man had taken a vast st^ fbrward. 
In the forests of America he had become perhaps a freer 
individual than he had been at any time in the thousand years 
since his Anglo-Saxon ancestors had dwelt in the forests erf 
Germany. 

During this early period of colonization three cultures 
were struggling to be don&Inant on the Americsm continait 
The Spanish in the South, the French in the North and the 
English in the East. The French laid their main stress (m 
the religious conversion Qf the savage. Their failure (o dominate 
is due largely to the humBle poverty of most of toeir settlers 
and ttie sparcity of their numbers. The Spanish were numerous 
and some of them incredibly wealthy. The Spanish, whoever, 
attempted to establish essentially the same form of political 
structure in the new world as previously existed in the countries 
from whence the settlers had fled. The English prevailed 
because they had the advantage of numbers, wealtt and the 
quarantees of personal liberties for each citizen. 

Race consciousness and a sense of superiority were strong 
in the settlers and in their minds it was the hand of God tttat 
slew the Indians for them. Unlike the French and Spaniards, 
the English were strengthened in Uielr race consciousness by 
contact with both Indians and the later negro slaves, and 
although there was some sexual intergation, there was never 
any social approval given to the mixing of the races. In marked 
contrast to the Latin colonies, Ei^lish wives and ddldr^i 
shared the perilous adventure of tteir husbands and fathers, 
ihe English tried harder to establish in the wiWemessas 
quickly as possible, and even, in individual cases to better, a 
stonterd of life to which tiieyhatf become acostomed in Ei^laod, 
with its ceirtari« ci accumulated resources. In the villages or 
in a kmely cabin cm the outer Mnge of a srttlement the war 
whoop sounded and men sl^ with their guns beside them. 
Stroi« in tteir radal pride, detesting the Indian auid other 
"vermin" that barrefl their way, the fancied agents and servants 
(rf God, bent on wiiming land and homes — these were the m« 
of destiny.

The year 1969 promises to be 
another year of progress and 
change for Virginia Beach. The 
aura of excitement which surr- 
ounds the continued rapid grow- 
th in the city forces us all 

into acute awareness. 

What is past is prologuC 
What lies ahead is the only thing 
that matters now. What kind 
of year will 1969 be in the 
world's largest resort city? 
It is going to be far differ- 
ent from past years. A new 
police cbief, a new city mana- 
ger and a new superintendent 
of schools are all beginning 
their first full year of progres- 
sive and responsible leadership. 
That leadership is paced at a 
rapid clip, and the breathless- 
ness of it has cau^ all of 
us up in it. 

Certainly more changes will 
come about in the name of pro- 
gress. Some of those changes 
will be good, and some will 
be bad. The bad ones will be 
changed again in 1970,1971, etc. 
Thjucity and the First Con- 
sfibnal District will play an 
important part in the selection 
of a new governor of Virginia. 
Who he will be may well de- 
pend on the outcome of the 
Democratic primary in July, 
and whom the leaders of our 
city support. The GOP has made 
valuable inroads in Virginia 
Beach in recent elections. That 
development bears strict 
hiag4ft4969. 
The ^ects of llquor-by-Oe- 
drink on the resort city business 
is another situation that will 
be gainttig attention. Those who 
consider it a panacea may well 
be in for a rude awakening, 
but even the worst pessimist 
readily admits it should be a 
help to the resort. 

Outside Interests will be 
keeping a watchful eye on that 
situation and the relative succ- 
ess in 1969 could dictate the 
future convention, club and en- 
tertainment business here. 

More schools have to be built, 
as usual. A long-lasting water 
contract will be settled with 
Norfolk. More services vill.be 
needed, and maybe more taxes 
to meet those needs. As the 
year begins those budget hear- 
ings are moving into the high- 
est gear. 

The economic outlook, how- 
ever, is bright. Homes, apart- 
ments and townhouses are being 
built at a pace that saw the 
old construction record nearly 
toppled even in a ti^t money 
year. Green Run planned Unit 
Development, a new concept in 
housing, will soon be underway 
also. 

Union KempsvlUeHighSchool 
will be turned into a special 
education center as the rest of 
the city schools are totally in- 
tegrated. And the vocational- 
technical high school, long de- 
layed, should finally be started. 
The number of motel rooms 
on the drawing boards for 1969 



start is breathtaking, and the 
municipal golf course at Camp 
Pendleton should be almost 
ready by summer. More empha- 
sis on recreation will see a 
larger Little Island parking 
area at Sandbridge, a new city 
park at Green Run Farm, the 
finish of the Owl's Creek boat 
ramp and perhaps even a sol- 
ution to the surfing needs and 
problems. 

The new schools, financed by 
the bond issue and tax hike 
of 1968, will be open for the 
study and laughter of youth. 
And the King's Grant Elemen- 
tary School, ravaged by fire 
Just before Christinas, will once, 
again be back in business. 

Kempsvllle will have its own 
library, a welcome addition to 
the cultufral aspects of our city. 
Virginia Wesleyan's new lib- 
rary will be finished in the^l. 
and if all goes well, Virginia 
Beach's Junior collie may 
reach the final planning or even 
construction stages in the next 
12 months. 

In the next few weeks city 
officials will move into the 
lavish new Adminstration 
Building at Princess Anne. The 
building, long the center of con- 
troversy in its delays, is worth 
waiting for and will serve well 
for years to come. 

Studies of future needs, such 
as a paid fire department for 
all parts of- the «ity, will be 
made la 196»as^th« ci^ con- 
tinues to mature so quickly 
from its six short years since 
birth. 

New shopping centers will be 
built, at Hilltop, on Independ- 
ence Blvd, at Pembroke and 
everywhere one looks. 

Two long awaited roads 
should be a reality by the end 
of 1969. Independence Blvd. all 
the way (rom Virginia Beach 
Blvd. to Shore Drive will be 
open for traffic, and if all the 
squabbling between the state and 
federal governments can soon 
stop, the last link of Route 60, 
our very own Shore Drive, will 
be four lane. Plans still call 
for the start of that construction 
from Fort Story to Atlantic 
Avenue very soon. 

Traffic will continue to mount 
on Virginia Beach BlVd. More 
and more tourists will come 
to the beach during the summer 
season. They'll stay longer and 
spend more. The population of 
the city will continue to climb 
steadily toward becoming the 
largest city in Virginia. That 
goal is less than a decade 
away. 

The world will take another 
365 turns. Perhaps some astro- 
nauts will watch a few of them 
from the moon. 

then 12 months from now, 
we'll reflect again on the past... 
the prologue. What lies ahead 
is still the only thing that 
matters.

Last summer an article 
written by Mrs. Cecil Reed of 
Virginia Beach appeared in the 
American Horticulture Maga- 
zine telling how the stand of 
American lotus in Tabernacle 
Creek is disappearing. 

The Cape Henry Woman's 
Club is determined not toi^ 
it happen. A dredge is currentl^r 
cutting a canal to allowxir- 
culation of water through the 
last large stand of American 
lotus in the United States. 

"We are hoping the flow will 
improve conditions/' said Col. 
Aubrey Holmes of the Soil Con- 
servation Dept. "The flow of 
water has been practically nil 
since the canal was diverted 
in 1961 for farm canals. 

— "We cannot say that this will 
change the growth. We just don't 
know," said Col. Holmes. "We 
do know thdt something has 
changed it since the farm canal 
was cut." He added that the salt 
content of the water has not 
increased appreciably since the

The channel will be dredged 
approximately 3800-3900 feet 
up to the intersection with Salt 
Pond. This will allow circula- 
tion of bay tides too, which were 
also cut off in 1961. 

In her article Mrs. Reed, 
research chairman of Cape 
Henry Woman's Club, pointed 
out that six acres of the lotus 
hiive disappeared completely 
from North Bay and that the 
lotus in Tabernacle Creek pro- 
duce fewer blooms each year. 

Tlie Woman's Club adopted 
the lotus as their club flower 
when the club was formed al- 
moi^t 15 years ago. For 14 years 
they have sponsored the annual 
Lotus Festival each summer in 
cooperation with the Virginia 
Department of Conservation and 
Development. They are paying 
the cost of dredging. 

American lotus are the only 
yellow ones. Lotus found in 



Nobody has any sure solution 
to the problem said Col. 
Holmes. "There's something 
that isn't as favorable for the 
growth of the lotus as it has 
been in the past. We know that 
the canal wasH)ne thing that 
was done." 

He s aid that when winds are 
from the north the lotus are 
left out of the water. "Witii 
the dredging, favorable winds 
will circulate the water instead 
of letting 'It stagnate like it 
has."

Well, I started all over again. And it scorched again. By this 
time I didn't have plenty of time, so I went out of the house, 
leaving behind two layers of cake and two pans of scorched 
syrup. 

When I returned home, there was the cake beautifully iced. 
My husband said he just followed the same recipe in the book 
that 1 had. 

But when I looked for the vanilla the next morning to put 
in a coffee cake, it was all gone. I asked my husband if he knew 
'What had happened to it. He said he had used it all in the icing. 
In .feet, he hadn't had "jtiuitfiLenou^"^ 

I told him there had been plenty. He said the recipe called 
for a tablespoon and a half. I told him it was supposed to be a 
teaspoon, not a tablespoon. Still unconvinced by rae, he looked 
in the cookbook. For once I was right. 

But that wasn't all. The following morning when we had 
pancakes, there was no syrup. Almost afraid of the answer, 
I asked ^y husband what had happened to it. Yes, he'd pit 
it in the icing. He couldn't find the clear corn syrup. 

The really amazii^ thing to me is that the icing was delicious. 
If I had tried that kind of substitution, all I would have gotten 
was a complete mess. In fact, a complete mess was what I 
got wiien I followed the recipe. Some days you just can't

How can you care for the 
beautiful potted plants whidi are 
such attractive gifts during the 
holiday season? Most of us wish 
they wovtd last for several 
months and may be quite un- 
happy when they become una- 
ttractive in only a few weeks. 

The lovely flowering plants 
from your florist usually are 
not the type which can be kept 
as permanent house plants. 
They were raised in a cool 
humid greenhouse. They do not 
"take kindly to the hot, dry 
conditions in our homes. There- 
fore, treat them as lon^-lasting, 
cut flowers. Enjoy the|r beauty 
as long as possible, but don't 
be sad when they become un- 
attractive and must be dis- 
carded. 



You should, of course, give 
your gift plants the best care 
you can to retain their beauty 
as long as possible. Keep them 
cool with a temperature of 70 
degrees Fahrenheit during the 
day and 60 degrees at night. 
Since most of our homes are 
warmer than this, the plants 
may stop flowering rather soon 
and become drab in color or 
drop their foliage and should 
be discarded. 

A humid atmosphere is best 
for all house plants. You can 
help your plants by setting the 
pots on crushed stone or graver 
in a pan of water. The water 
will evaporate and increase the 
himidity of the air around your 
plants. Do not have the pot in 
the water or the soil will be- 
come too wet. ^ 

Flowering plants need good 
llj^t. They should teceive as 

^- 



much sun as possible durii^ the 
day, but should not be in a 
hot southwest window. And talk- 
ing alXNit temperature, do not 
locate your plants on the TV. 
Most sets have tub^ which gen- 
erate considerable heat so the 
top of your TV may be one of 
the warmest places in the room. 

Water your gift plants reg- 
ularly. They will use more 
water in your dry home than 
they did In the greenhouse. Don't 
soak the soil, but do apply en- 
ough water to keep it moist. 

One last comment about en- 
vironment. Keep your house 
plants out of drafts. This is 
especially true of polnsettias. 
If they are located in a draft 
the leaves are likely to drop. 

Insect and disease control us- 
ually is not a serious problem 
with the healthy plants you will 
receive from your florist. 
Washing the leaves with soapy 
water at room temperature will 
control most insects and give 
the plant a fresh appearance. 

Stem rot may be prevented 
by having your plants on a slight 
mound in the pot. The soil 
should be somewhat higher in 
the center to prevent water from 
collecting around the stem 
which might cause rot. If ser- 



ious foliage diseases develop, 
the idants should be thrown out 
to reduce the possibility of its 
spreading to ottier plants. 

Cineraria and cyclamen 
plants are satisfactory during 
only one rather short blooming 
period. They are raised Irom 
seeds and cannot be retained 
satisfactorily after their first 
flowering season is completed. 

Azaleas and chrysanthemums 
may be saved for planting out- 
side if they are hardy varieties. 
Check with the florist to de- 
termine whether the variety you 
have is suitable for outdoor 
planting. As a rule the results 
are not too good. You will be 
much more successful if you 
buy vigorous hardy varieties at 
planting time next spring. 

The hydrangea and poinsettia 
varieties which are used for 
potted plants are not hardy In 
most sections of Virginia. They 
are perennial plants however, 
and can be retained for bloom- 
ing next year U you have app- 
ropriate facilities.

Summer-flowering shrubs 
can be pruned during the fall 
and winter. Those flowering 
shrubs and roses that made 
vigorous growth this past sea- 
-8(m may be pruned back to 
prevent winter damage, from 
wind, ice, and snow. Final pru- 
ning should be done in the spring 
prior to new growth. However, 
when pruning in the fall and 
winter, do not prune spring 
flowering slirobs because you 
will cut off the spring flowers. 

Pruning isn't done just to 
satisfy a requirement for gar- 
dening, but rather for specific 
purposes: To rejuvenate weak 
plants; to remove insect pests 
and diseases from sick plants; 
to promote interesting branch 
formation and bark patterns; 
and to cause earlier flowering. 
On some plants, such as roses 
it is possible to develop larger 
flowers on longer stems by pru- 
ning to reduce the number of 
flowering shoots.

Toll Rates to Stay 



— No change in the present 
system of tpU rates was re- 
commended in a recent ana- 
lysis made of traffic ^nd re- 
venue of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel. 

The consulting engineers 
firm making the study, Wilbur 
Smith and Associates, recently 
submitted the summary of their 
findings and recommendations 
to Lucius J. Kellam, chairman 
of the Chesapeake Bay Bridge, 
and Tunnel District. 

Results of the analysis show 
that toll revenues decreased by 
2.8 per cent during the past 
fiscal year over the preceeding 
year. The period covered in the 
analysis was from June 1967 
through June 1968. The de- 
crease in revenue was accom- 
panied by a decrease Jn each 
vehicle class category of 
Bridge-Tunnel users'. 

Several factors were listed 
as having produced.thLs resyltjL 
the closing of the project during 
Christmas of 1967 folowing a 
ship collision; the static im- 
-; provement made to the approach 
highways of the Bridge-Tunnel 
south of Norfolk, particularly 
U.S. Route 13 and U.S. Route 17; 
— and the increase of air travel 
from this area to and from the 
north. 

Also mentioned as a possible 
factor is the number of mili- 
tary personnel who have been 
diverted from the Norfolk area 
to other parts of the nation. 

Most recommendations made 
to the Tunnel Commission were 
to continue the present pro- 
gram. The commission was 
told, however, to make a crit- 
ical review of the amount of 
funds in the public relations 
^ program expended for radio-

In spite of the decrease of ^ - j • 
traffic. during the past fiscal OXftUlUm 
year, the report stated that 
there is a potential of growth 
for the Bridge-Tunnel. This 
potential is Virginia traffic and 
motorists destined to other 
points on Delmarva in Mary- 
land and Delaware. 



According to the report, "It 
is this segment of the total tra* 
ffic universe which has the 
greatest potential in the future 
and to this end, every effort 
should be made to encourage 
and develop this type of travel." 

According to Leon Johnson, 
chief engineer and assistant 
director of the commission, a 
summary of vehicular and pass- 
enger traffic for the past 10 
months shows, however, there 
is an upsurge of figures over 
the same calendar period of 
last year in all but one vehicu- 
lar category. Automobiles in- 
creased 3.06^, trucks increased 
7.28% and buses decreased 
18.74Tc. This same period shows 
a decrease in passenger traffic 

of 1.90%. 

Johnson also said that total 
receipts for this period are 
about $200,000 ahead of the 
comparable period last year. 



Virginia Beach has been 
invited by Chesapeake Delegate 
Robert E. Gibson to join a 
four-city joint venture to build 
a stadium large enough to at- 
tract major league football and 
college twwl games. 

Gibson has asked that Nor- 
folk and Virginia Beach join 
Chesapeake and Portsmouth in 
the project by appointing their 
alloted members to the Tide- 
water Recreation and Stadium 
Authority. 

The Authority was created by 
the 1968 session of the Virginia 
General Assembly. The state 
law allows each of the four 
cities to appoint two members 
to the Authority. The Virginia

pointments to the Authority. 

In a recent letter sent to 
all councilmen of the four cities 
involved, Gibson expressed dis- 
approval of Norfolk's plan to 
build a smaller stadium of its 
own. He contends that the 
smaller stadium will not meet 
the recreational needs of the 
Tidewater area.

Robert Wood is alive and liv- 
ing in California! 

And the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN, as well as Mrs. Shirley 
Roberts of the 500 block of 
Mango Drive in Virginia Beach, 
is quite happy to find out about 
It. 

The Robert Wood mystery 
began over two years ago when 
Mrs. Roberts wrote to a ques- 
tion and answer column then 
being published in the SUN, 
asking for information on art- 
ist i^obert Wood, whose pain- 
tings were and are often dis- 
played In newspapers and na- 
tional magazines. Wood is al- 
ways called "America's favo- 
rite landscape artist." 

Mrs. Roberts had seen some 
of his paintings and, being in- 
terested in the arts, was in- 
terested in finding out more 
about him. Her investigation 
failed. She wrote the SUN, and 
our investigation also failed. 

This was our first question 
directed to the column and the 
inability to find the answer 
was at best frustrating.

At least 13 Virginia Beach 
restaurants were poised all 
week to pour the first legal 
cocktail, but the enabling licen- 
ses were slow in comii^. 

Friday, Jan. 3 was the first 
possible date for liquor -by-the 
drink in the city following the 
Nov. 5 favorable referendum 
and certification. License ap- 
plications for 13 establishments 
were submitted to the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board on Dec. 
23, the first possible date for 
doing so. A number of others 
followed during that same week. 

The ten-day waiting period 
over on Jan. 3, the restauran- 
ters*^were ready. The licenses 
were not. A spokesman for the 
ABC board explained that there 
.was a backlog of applications 
that were to be fully investi- 
gated. 

The owners and operators of 
the restaurants said they ex- 
pected this was true, since 
the number of questions asked 
of them in the application would 
take quite awhile to cheek on. 
AU^agreesi Ihat . the, 
mentswere stringent. 

None are expecting a booming 
rush to get a legal cocktail 
when the first day finally comes, 
but at press time, all were 
waiting to serve that first mixed 
drink to a i^estaruanf patron 
in Virginia Beach.

Fast, efficient work on the 
part of Virginia Beach police 
resulted in the arrest of three 
suspects within minutes of the 
robbery of the Atlantic Jewelry 
& Loan Co. at 2310 Atlantic Ave. 
about noon Monday. 

Within moments of the rob- 
bery report, telephoned to police 
by the shop owner Arthur Salz- 
berg, 53, police units had ar- 
rived at the scene of the rob- 
bery, Other units were being 
dispatched to locations which 
would block off roadways lead- 
ing from the region. 

Officer Joseph R. Shortal, 
was enroute to the robl)ery 
scene when he witnessed an auto 
driven by a man going in the 
opposite direction. Shortal said 
he persued the car, at speeds 
near, 100 mph, along Atlantic 
Avenue and Shore Drive. As 
the chase continued alongShore 
Drive Shortal reported seeing at 
least two other people in the 
car "bobbing up and down", 
and requested a road block be 
set up in the vicinity of Great 
Neck Road and Shore Drive.

In reconstructing the crime, 
police quoted Salzberg as saying 
two men and a woman came into 
his store inquiring about pawn- 
ing a ring.

According to Salz- 
berg the men then forced him 
into a back room and tied his 
hands. Before the trio fled they 
apparently ripped open the store 
safe, which Salzberg said con- 
tained approximately $1500, rif- 
led the cash drawer, and went 
through cases containing jewel- 
ry and cameras.

Appointments, Zoning Expected 



Monday's City Council meet- 
ing will probably be a long one, 
particularly the zoning part of 
it. At least 33 items will come 
up for consideration for the 
first time, plus some deferred 
items. A total of 1,562 apart- 
ments and townhousesina num- 
ber of large and small projects 
in all sections of the city lead 
the zoning docket. 

Last month some ai^artment 
development action was defer- 
red because of school problems 
in the areas. No doubt some of 
the new items will be studied 
by City Council quite closely 
as to school needs and exis- 
ting schools. 

The matter of schools and 
the possibility of another school 
bond issue in the near future 
will have a direct relationship 
to the next operating budget 
and possibility of a tax hike 
to pay for it.

The Tidewater Home Build- 
ers Association has appointed 
Howard Weisburg, Fred Nea- 
politano, Lawrence Sancilio, 
Lee A. Gifford and M. J. Evans 
to a committee that will meet 
with Council-appointed mem- 
bers to iron out the above 
problems between the home 
building industry and city go- 
vernment. Council's members 
will be £^pointed Monday. 

Council is also expected to 
appoint a replacement on the 
Tidewater Virginia Develop- 
ment Council board of trustees 
for George C. C. Phillips, who 
is deceased. 

At the request of Council's 
representative to the ad hoc 
community college board, Al- 
bert Bonney, Council must ap- 
point three representatives 
from Virginia Beach to the 
12-man four-city Tidewater 
community college board. None 
may be an elected official. 



The newly trimmed nine-man 
Ad Board will also be appointed, 
but no complete change in per- 
sonnel is expected, although 
the board which handles Uie 
city's $135,000 advertising bud- 
get is being cut from 17 to 
nine members. Final passage - 
of that action also comes 
Monday. 

In addition Council is finally 
expected to appoint a represen- 
tative to the Hampton Roads 
Stadium Authority, created last 
year by the Virginia General 
Assembly. So far Chesapeake, 
which initiated the cooperative 
authority, is the only city to 
appoint one. 

In informal session last Mon- 
day Council agreed to go along 
with City Manager Roger Scott's 
recommendations not to in- 
crease sharply the salaries of 
the assistant commonwealth's 
attorney as had been requested 
by Commonwealth's Attorney 
Andre Evans. 

Scott said" he could not see 
raising those salaries while 
others in like^catefior ies in t he 
city would not receive raises. 



It was also pointed out to iEvans 
thit he had a larger full-time 
staff than any other city of 
like size and population in Vir- 
ginia, even exclusive of the 
two police investigators he also 
has.

According to the annual re- 
port of the Virginia Alcholic 
Beverage Control Board the 
store in the 3100 block of 
Pacific Avenue topped all others 
in the city. 

The total sales there Includ- 
litir tnr state Cucfes w*Te 
$1,031,028.57. After all t^es 
and expenses were paid, tiienet 
profit for this store alone was 
$178,152,61. 7"-— — 

The other storeTnTrrglhTa 
B%ach Borough traditionally 
does the second largest amount 
of business in the city, but this 
report shows that the store at 
4722 Indian River Rd. edged it 
out this time. The total there 
was $721,702,55, with a net 
profit of $117,992.89. 

The store a t 2000 Atlantic 
Ave, only did $718,514.65, with 
a net profit of $109,916.16. 
This store, ificidentally, Is the 
ninth oldest In the state, having 
been opened on May 30, 1934, 
only two weeks after the sale 
of liquor in Virginia was legal 
again, . 

The store in the Princess 
Anne Plaza Shopping center re- 
ported sales of $564,750.02, 
with a net profit of $91,992.23. 
The city's newest liquor store 
in Pembroke Mall Shopping 
Center bring up the rear with 
sales of $492,365.60, with a net 
profit of $77,003.31. 

These totals do not include 
sale of spirits on military in- 
stallations, which is high, alth- 
ough no exact figures are avail- 
able. Sales of liquor brought Into 
the state from other areas are 
not included either. Liquor may 
be brought into the country leg- 
ally in certain quantities from 
other countries.

Individual Federal income tax 
returns should no longer be filed 
witb tbe Vernal Revenue Ser- 
vice district offices in Virginia, 
iHit with the ms ServiceCenter, 
Philadelphia, Pa. 19155, t>egin- 
ning Jan. 1. This applies both 
to tax returns and remittances 
and those with refunds due. 

The IRS Mid-Atlantic Region, 
which includes Virginia, is the 
latest to require direct filing 
of all individual income tax 
returns with IRS regional ser- 
vice centers, under a law en- 
/acted Nov. 2, 1966, Boyle, 
' District Director oX Internal 
Revenue, said recently. 

Direct filing of returns will 
eliminate initial handling at the 
district office, and avoid nec- 
essity for trans-shipment to the 
Philadelphia Service Center. 

Boyle emphasized that direct 
filing will in no way curtail 
services taxpayers have been 
accustomed to receiving from 
the IRS district office. He said,

All Is just too quiet on the state scene 
as far as the three announced Democratic 
gubernatorial candidates are concerned. With 
the start of 1969 and ♦a primary six months 
away,it's getting near to '^roU-up-the-sleeves" 
time. 

Only one candidate is particularly activ^ 
.Oitjirisent, and he's running as .hard right-, 
now as he has since he decided several years- 
ago to run for governor. State Sen. Henry 
Howell of Norfolk is still flitting all over the 
state making speeches to any group that will 
listen. Civic groups, charitable groups, college 
groups and political groups have all heard 
from Howell lately. His schedule at present 
' seems far fuller than the other two. 

Most of William "Battle's present cam- 
paigning is apparently behind-the-scenes 
manipulation. Announcement of his key people, 
many important names among them, is ex- 
pected shortly. Then the Battlewagon will pro- 
bably be ready to move toward Julyk 

Lt. Gov. Fred Pollard has already made 
his key people known, and should also be 
ready to move out into combat soon. 

Party faction labels are just about completed 
too, Howell is "the liberal". Battle is "the 
moderate". But no one has been able to hang 
"the conservative" on Pollard and make it 
stick. He contends he too is a moderate who 
has some conservative leanings. Even a few 
political pundits say there is little tosic 
difference between the Battle and Pollard philo- 
sophies. That remains to be seen as the 
actual campaign unfolds. 

So far it has been only jockeying for position, 
and the nagging question of whether all the 
nags are at the starting pate still crops up. 
Several other names are tossed around every 
once in awhile as possible compromise or 
dark horse candidates, but so far no aae is 
taking any of them very seriously. 



Vith the April deadline for filing still three 
m.aths away there is always a possibility 
of Another entry, but the three front runners 
already, have a distinct advantage because 
they started so soon. In fact, they started 
sooner than in any campaign in recent memory. 
Governor Godwin's call for hafmony has so

answered at all. This then could be the bloodiest 

campaign in many years. The Democratic 
fratricide of Chica^'o couldsfollow the candi- 
dates into Virginia. \. 

The obvious winner nationallyt«is President 
Nixon. And that could happen in Virginia. The 
GOP position jockeying has begun with attorney 
Richard Holton smiling a lot and waiting to be 
. nominated by convention. Richard Brydges of 
Virginia Beach and Howard Adams of Richmond 
look like strong candidates for It. governor 
and attorney genera! slots respectively. Har- 
mony is the key word for ".ose Republicans, 
and the more squabbling the Democrats do the 
better they like it. And with good reason 
too. It could prove to be just enough advantage. 

Should Henry Howell bolt the Democratic 
primary as -he has reportedly threatened, 
that could complicate things more. However, 
it is hard to believe that he would do so after 
his longtime arguments about being a "true 
Democrat." 

And let us not forget that the 100-man 
House of Delegates has to be elected this 
year also. Already there are rumblings, as in 
Virginia Beach. One incun^ent has said he 
will not nin, and at least' three are ready to 
jump m the breach. Factionalism could yet 
play an important part in that race too. Again 
the GOP could be the beneficiary. 

The year 1969 has begun quietly on the 
political scene, Iwt that doesn't mean it'll 
stay that way long.

The greatest problem in the colonies was the scarcity of 
labor. A man of :^y value who was free to do as he chose, 
would naturally not be a wage earner, when, with no more labor 
than if he worked for someone else, he could get a house and 
a farm of his own, and by so doing put himself socially and 
economically on a par with the overwhelming majority of his 
fellow citizens. 

For the first few generations the colonists e)q)erimented 
with the use of indentured servants, whose time and service 
were bought for a term of years by paying their passage 
over. Indian slavery was also tried on a small scale^ but 
proved unprofitable, the Indian not being used to a settled 
life and proving unruly in confinement. 

In desperation and at considerable profit, the colonies solved^ 
their labor problem in a manner which was to have profourel 
implications in the future development of the nation. -^legro 
slavery was introduced on the continent. A Negro slave could 
be purchased for 18 to 30 pounds, and if he lived an equal 
number of years, the cost would be only one pound annually 
during his service, and in addition, the master owned all of 
the slave's children, which added a considerable unearned 
increase to his capital. With the granting by Spain to England 
of a monopoly, of the Spanish slave trade in 1713, a flQod of 
slaves began to be shippedio the colonies, the New Englanders 
seizii^ upon the profit to be made in the traffic. 

Slavery was most prevalent in the South because it proved 
an effective labor force to harvest the single staple crop — 
cotton. Built on human degradation, the type of life that evolved 
in the South was in many ways the most delightful America 
has knowji and that section has become in retrospect, as was 
illustrated in "Gone With the Wiitd," our laM or romance. 

As we go northward in Pennsylvania, New Jersey and New 
York, the slaves were less evident for the simple reason that 
they did not prove so profitable in the economic life of these 
colonies. Their industry was manufacturing and sea commerce. 
In New England where the soil and climate were poor, those 
who wanted wealth turned to overseas trade, the most profitable 
branch of which was importing slaves from Africa for use in 
the South. 

Outside in the dusk from the slave quarters came the throaty 
voices of Negroes singing in the dialect of their new tongue, 
with overtones of the swish of an overseer's lash or the 
beating of remembered far-off tom-toms in the jungle. It 
might be a gay jingle, or one of, the plaintive melodies that 
the slaves had made their own: 

"De night is dark, de day is long. 
And we are far from home. 
Weep, my brudders, weep!" 

Life was varied and colorful in the far-scattered regions; 
of the new world, but the America of the .future was to stem 
from none of these. A bit of all of them was to be mingled in 
the melody of the future. In this manner, a civilization was 
established on our continent.

Across the board in gold 
letters is the caption, "As the 
Phoenix, so shall we rise 
again," The board, said Mrs. 
Ann Llndsey, was the idea of 
some of the seventh graders. 
It seems to symbolize the feel- 
ings of students and faculty alike 
of the school that was gutted 
by fire on Dec. 17. 

After a meeting of the arch- 
itects, engineers, insurance 
representatives and school 
board personnel Monday morn- 
ing, it was recommended that 
» the school's four classroom 
wings be "torn to the cementi 
slab and rebuilt." 

"They said that the walls 
should come down," said Gar- 
Ian^ Jackson, administrative 
assistant toSupt. E. E. Brickell. 
- "They found more damage than 
was first thought. We don't want 
to build up something not safe." 
He added that the new structure 
would meet present safety re- 
quirements. The old building 

- had fire walls onto to the ceil- 
ing rather than the roof as n(^w 
required by state regulations. 

The de^lline for bids on the 
reconstruction is expected to be 
Feb. 1. Cleaning out of debris 
has been completed. 

"I want you to give the teach- 
ers all the credit you can," 
said Mrs. Lindsey. "They've 
done a tremendous job." 

- Faculty members began pre- 
— paring for the move to Wind- 
sor Oaks on Dec. 27 when they 
returned to the Kings Grant 
cafet orium to pack_ up thejr„ 
students' books and classroom 
supplies. Between then and Jan. 
2 they prepared for the reopen- 
ing of classes. 

"I think I set a new first 
when I called a faculty meeting 
on Jan. 1," laughed Mrs. Lind- 
sey.

Mrs. Freeman, who has been 
a gardwi club member since 
1945, specializes in Williams- 
burg arrangements. She has 
visited Williamsburg many 
times and met Louise B. Fisher"^ 
who made flower arrangements 
for Colonial Williamsburg be- 
fore her death and authored a 
book on Williamsburg arrange- 
ments. 

Wiliiamsburg-style arrange- 
ments were made in "pewter, 
glass, bricks (a type of con- 
tainer), tureens, vegetable 
dishes, anything handy around 
the house." Mrs. Freemanfills 
the bottom of her containers 
with a combination of sand and 
vermiculite to give them weight 
and hold flowers in place. In 
the winter she uses dried mat- 
erial and in the summer fresh 
flowers. 



The characteristic shape of 
"a Williamsburg arrangement is 
a symmetrical triangle or fan 
shaped. "I try to carry out all 
the colors in the container," 
Mrs. Freeman added. 

She dries most of her mat- 
erials herself either by hang- 
ing them upside down or lay- 
ing them in borax and corn- 
meal. Among her favorite mat- 
erials are goldenrod. Queen 
Anne's lace, coxcomb, larks- 
pur, pressed leaves, Yorktpwn 
onion and yarrow. For fresh 
material the Colonials used 
lilacs, magnolias "and tulips. 

Mrs. Freeman is a member 
of Hill'n Dale and Thal^ 
garden clubs. She is a past 
president of the Norfolk Fed- 
eration of Garden Clubs and was 
chairman of the Christmas 
Flower Show in Norfolk for two 
years. In the latest Christmas 
show she won an Award of Merit 
in horticulture. 

Given a choice of her birth- 
day present last year by her 
husband, Mary Freeman chose 
another trip to Williamsburg- 
this time at Christmas t» see 
the annual candle lighting cere- 
mony and Christmas decora- 
tions.

With the full fury of winter 
upon us, we must keep a calm 
outlook on getting rid of the snow 
and ice that cover our walks 
during these periods of "falling 
weather". 

Many people use salt or com- 
pounds containing salt to re- 
move the ice. It must be re- 
membered, however, that salt 
is most definitely harmful to 
shrubs and trees, and will kill 
them if the quantity is great 
enough. The salt is accumula- 
tive over a relatively Iwjg per- 
iod (such as a year). Tims, 
salt applied several times dur- 
ing one winter will definitely 
be enough to kill a shrub if 
the run-off from the melting 
ice goes to the proximity of^. 
Often only one application can 
damage or° kill a shrub. This 
is the main reason that salt 
should not be used on steps and 
walks. 

I have se^n just this past 
summer many shrubs in one 
major planting area that were 
killed by putting salt on thi 
walkways last"winter. Needless 
to say to those of you who 
have purchased plant materials 
recently, shrubbing is expen- 
sive. Not only this, but for those 
of us who have aged shrubbery ^ 
it takes 
it to a

Foliage plants are' easy to 
grow in the average home. This 
is quite the reverse of problems 
you will have with some flower- 
ing plants. 

Many foliage plants will main- 
tain nice green growth under 
relatively poor light conditions 
and in a warm, dry atmosphere. 
Therefore, in selecting a gift 
plant for a friend who enjoys 
house plants, a foliage plant 
may be more acceptable than 
one which produces flowers and 
may need to be discarded in 
a few weeks. The same holds 
true in selecting plants for 
yourself. 

The coleus is an attractive 
foliage plant having variegated 
leaves with green, red, brown, 
yellow and pink colors. The 
plants are easily grown under 
average light conditions. They 
grow rapidly and neM to be 
repotted regularly in a fertile, 
light soil. Pinch back repeatedly 
tQ maintain a well-rounded 
bushy form. 

Coleus cuttings root quickly 
in water or sand. New plants 
should be developed continually 
during the year to replace those 
which become old and mis- 
shapen. The flower stalks 
detract from the attractiveness 
of this plant, and should be 
pinched out as they develop. 

Philodendrons are very pop- 
ular as house plants. They are 
native to Central and South 
America and endure toth high 
and low temperatures in the

es or insects. Use a fertile, 
general purpose soil mixture 
and provide adequate drainage 
in the pot. Wash the leaves 
regularly with soapy water to 
improve appearance and re- 
duce the possibility of insect 
and disease damage. 



Try the Norfolk-Island-Pine 
as a charming conifer for the 
bouse. This is a very satis-f 
factory small evergreen tree. 
are-a«iH)*t — you may start with a six or- 
eight-inch plant which will grow 
slowly and add interest to your 
home. for many months. It is 
easy to grow if kept moist, 
out of drafts and is given partial 
shade. 



' Thecordatumphilodendrohls 
the common trailing or climbing 
form. This one is ideal for 
graining on a trellis or bark 
post. 

Several other philodendrons 
grow as a cluster of large at- 
tractive leaves. These include 
the spade leaf, ''cut leaf and 
red leaf types. These are fine 
for growing in a large pot or 
tub. 

fnglish ivy is very useful 
as. a vine in the home, or for 
porch boxes and hanging bask- 
ets. The small leaf varieties 
form more branches and de- 
velop in^ more bushy form 
than most^of the large leaf 
types. The variegated leaved 
varieties are quite ^attractive 
but are less vigorous in growth 
and more difficult to propagate. 



The screwpine is another fine 
house plant. It is not a pine 
but a tropical plant T»hich grows 
to a height of several feet. The 
long sword-like leaves are 
arranged in a corkscrew or 
spiral manner around a short 
central stem.

But it should be kept in mind, 
she warned, that metallic sur- 
faces are quite conspicuous in a 
flower arrangement and a very 
bright sheen may "steal the 
show" unless the flowers are 
selected carefully for compat- 
ibility with the metal.

This step was taken under 
advice of the City Attorney's- 
office in view of the pending 
court action by Ben W. Wroten, 
chairman of the 15-man Plann- 
ing Commission that was diss- 
olved Dec. 31, 196e, 

Wroten's action against the 
city and Mayor Frank A, Dusch 
claims that formation of the new 
Planning Commission was ill- 
egal and in violation of the law 
and the- City Charter. 

The motion, which is being 
filed by Wroten's Attorney, A. 
Joseph Canada, says the City 
Charter makes provision for 
all members of the Commiss- 
ion to be appointed by the City 
Council for a term of foury ears'. 
It is Wroten's contention that 
he is still a member of the 
Commission. 

Included in the motion is a 
recommendation that the size of 
the Commission be reduced by 
not appointing new members as 
the present members' terms 
expire. City Council cut the size 
of the Planning Commission in 
an effort to make the Comm- 
ission more effective.

The newly appointed Comm- 
ission were sworn into office 
Jan. 9 by Circuit Court Clerk 
John V. Fentress. They also 
had an organizational meet- 
ing on the same day and elec- 
ted J. Roy Alphin as chairman.

Albertis 
s; Harrison, Jr., to update, 
modernize and otherwise over- 
haul the Virginia Constitution. 
The report was made public 
last weekend. Since that time 
legislators statewide and pub- 
lic officials in all sections of 
the Virginia G^ieral Assembly 
will be called shortly by Gov. 
Mills E. Godwin, Jr. to dis- 
cuss the report and to enact, 
a new constitution. 

Already there is growing sen- 
timent for changes other than 
those in the report, and most 
legislators agree the extraord- 
inary session will not be a 
"rul*er stamp" affair. 

The major changes inthejiew 
proposed document call for an 
extension of the biennial sess- 
ions from 60 to 90 days and 
the new d^t limit would be tied 
to tiie general ftind revenue, mH 



the value of real estate in the 
state as it is at present. This 
would sharply increase the 
states borrowing power. 

It had,been thought that tuition 
grants would be abolished or 
that the law governing them 
would be sul»tantially reduced^ 
A fight is shaping up over this. 

But probably ttieitem that has 
met with the least favor so 
far is the lack of annual sess- 
ions. Another floor fight is

borrowing and the debt limit. 
Virginia Beach legislators 
say they are generally pleased 
with the revision job done by 
the commission. There are, 
however, disappointments to all 
three. 

— State Sen. Edwari T, Caton 
III was unable to be contacted. 
He left on a hunting trip at 
the l)eginning of the week. But 
Caton has been quoted as say- 
ing he is encouraged by the 
proposed requirement that all 
school divisons statewide must 
meet uniform standards or face 
cutoff of state funds. On the 
other hand he is reported to 
have said the power proposed 
for the State Board of Educa- 
tion is excessive, and he called 
the new method of bonding a

Caton is also reportedly in 
favor of annual sessions, not 
recommended in \hg new Con- 
stituition.

which 1 do not agree with." 
Specifically Middleton said 
he favored the new debt limit 
tied to the general fund, but 
that he was not sure this would 
still provide sufficient funds 
for needs. He added that he 
was opposed to any^ iJondUM^ 
without referendum and the new 
Constitution woukl allow for 
borrowing part without consent 
of the voters.

on me for semiannual 90-day 
sessions than under annual 
sessions," said Middleton.

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Constitutional Update 



The report of the commission 
on Constitutional Revision has 
turned in a document that ap- 
pears generally to be an out- 
standing one geared to a modern 
Virginia. 

What is done with it by the 
members of the* special session 
of the Virginia General Assem- 
bly merely remains to be seen. 
There is already the promise 
of a large floor fight on at 
least One section. 

The proposed new Constitu- 
tion calls for extending the 
once-every-two-years session 
from 60 to 90 days. The merits 
of this are questionable. While 
there must certainly be argu- 
ments in favor it would seem 
better to meet each year for a 
shorter period to keep current 
and to deal with the **now" 
problems facing Virginia. Per- 
haps alternate years could only 
be for budgetary matters, but 
every two years jusf doesn't 



seem often enough. 

On the subject of increasing 
the debt limit and subsequently 
the state borrowing power the 
method chosen of matching the 
limit to the general fund revenue 
seems fair and even conserva- 
tive. Although it is a sharp 
departure from tradition, trad- 
ition does not pay the necessary 
bills. 

It is particularly gratifying 
to note how many private 
citizens have taken an active 
interest in this new Constitu- 
tion. This after all v;illbethe 
guideline for Virginia for many 
years to come. We only hope 
that interest will not wane and 
that our delegates and senators 
can take with them to Richmond 
a real concensus inthis matter. 

So far the proposed changes 
appear good. But more refine- 
ment must still be made by us 
through our elected represent- 
atives. .

The whole structure of colonial administration had been 
molded for the purpose of seeing that the colonies remained 
in their prope^r roles in the royal plan, as producers of raw 
materials and consnnrers^onnamifactu r ed goods . WtostTjf the 
laws passed in England had this for their purpose. 

The colonies, however, were beginning to feel their own 
muscle separate and distinct from their mother country. 
Numerous conflicts arose which pitted the interests of the 
colonists as an entity against the interests of the Crown. Slowly 
there developed in the minds of the colonists, a conviction 
of the need to end their dependence on England. America was 
becoming more self-conscious and sure of herself. 

In 1763 the process was hastened. England as its solution 
to the Indian problem by proclamation forbade any colonists 
to cross the watershed of. the mountains to settle. The English 
Jeared, with the sa-vages already hostile, to the English regime, 
that there would be constant trouble on the fronti er if the 
settlers pressed into the Indian hunting grounds. — ' ~ — 

In n64Tn an effQrtytojeiOTe additipnat.teyeJwesT^ 
Act was passed, this was followed by the Stamp Act of 1765 
and the Townsend Act of 1767 which taxed every colonist 
alike and excessively. The excitementwas intense. The economic 
structure of the colonies already seriously affected, was 
threatened with ruin. The reaction as expressed from Patrick 
Henry to the dignified papers of the representatives, as well 
as the mobbing and burning of houses in various towns, made 
the British government realize it had gone too far. Mnch^tot' 
was ominous for the future had happened. There was no turning 
back. The final Declaration of Indenpendence in 1776 and the 
military events that followed are too familiar to need retelling. 
Peace came in 1783. 

It was a weak and not wholly united nation which emerged 
on the stage of world events with the advent'of peace. America 
turned , its eyes to a critical examination of itself. It found 
sr a r r. fely a n a t i on; p r artirally t here was po central govern ment^ 
merely the empty shell of a loose union. America not only 
examined itself but slowly and surely it began to turn its eyes 
totheWest.^ 

In 1848, at Suiters Creek there occurred an event that altered 
the history of the nation, -- gold was discovered. It soon 
became evident that the deposits were fabulously rich. At 
once, the greatest gold rush in Jistory began, and the "Forty- 
niners", as the first yearmen came to be called, have forever 
taken their place in our picturesque history with the Pilgrim, 
the Pioneer, and the Cowboy. 

By 1850, California, which three years before had been 
a foreip state with its Mexican ranch owners, its Spanish 
missions and a few scattered American farmers or ranchers, 
held nearly a hundred thousand Americans, and was in turmoil. 
Significantly, the frontier had been pushed to the blue waters 
of the Pacific. American ended for all time its dependency on 
Mother Europe. It was alive; it had wealth; it had adventure; 
and it had a serious problem which was forming a dark ominous 
cloud on the easternhorlzon ~ it had slavery.

Stage Door Dinner Playhouse 
opened with "Star Spangled 
girl" first. The production is a 
smooth one, mostly devoid of 
technical flaws and paced well. 

The play itself is not nec- 
essarily a typical Simon play. 
His plays usually deal more 
blatently with S-E-X. Sex is 
still the premise of this one, 
but it is not an obsession. 

The action deals with two 
young protesting men, who pub- 
lish "Fallout Magazine". Andy 
is generally a level-headed, 
nothing phases him business- 
man. Even though he must use 
all types of gimmicks and a 
number of different voices to 
keep the bill collectors away. 
In lieu of rent he goes out with 
his widowed landlady, surfing, 
sky-diving, to the beach for 
the weekend, motorcycling, etc. 

He is ' just as serious about 
his magazine as is his writer- 
partner, Nouoap. Norman is a 
brilliant but kookle writer, and 
all is well until he falls madly 
in love with the redhead who 
moves into the apartment next 
door. His "physical attraction" 
for her causes him to commit 
a large number of social blund- 
ers. She is having none of all 
his attentions, however. , 

Sophie Rauchmeyer is a for- 
mer Olympic swimmer. She 
caAeyin fifth, right behind a fat 
littl^lTgyptian girl who "was 
raised in the desert." Because 
of her shame of this she has 
never returned to her home 
somewhere "down South". She 
is almost unbelievably naive and 
' wide-eyed and is entirely wrap- 
ped up in her love of the United 
States of America. Her clash 
with the protesters brings about 
some weird ' results. In what 
must be classified as a con- 
trived ending, patriot and pro- 
tester settle their differences 
th^itth "physical attractioii"; 
^ Incidifiitally Ote a:ttraction in all 
cases begins with smell. Simon 
base^ most of his one-line gags 
on the sense of smell through- 
out. 

While the play has little mes- 
sage to put forth, it is a fun- 
type, lighthearted comedy, full 
of easy to understand laugh 
lines. 

The Stage Door production 
has a well-rounded cast. Tom 
Kindle underplays nicely the 
role of Andy. His almost passive 
attitude is consistent and a 
pleasure to watch. » 
^ An^y Erwin as the emotioMLl 
Norman perhaps underplays too 
much. There. is not enough con- 
trast in characters. But he is 
believable in the role of the 
suitor who does strange things 
like chasing Sophie through the 
YWCA where she was teaching 
'^ swimming. 

But all the laurels in .this 
one belong to Nancy Simpson, 
making her stage debut. Not only 
is she attractive and physically 
right for the role, but she also 
-presents a freshness and charm 
th at is a delight. She combines 
i nnocence wltn peiuience and 
physical attraction with shock. 

The cluttered set is satis- 
factory, and. Shotzy Margolius' 
tempered use of red, white and 
blue costumes is effective. The 
direction by Jon Dawson tends 
to eet "cutesie" in places where 
d ^ III j|r- ^ iir ' isiii 
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Lake Wright Playhouse open- 
ed "Star Spangled Girl" appar- 
ently before it was really ready 
to open. There were a large 
number of technical flaws on 
opening night that doubtless will 
be corrected. 

The pacing, especially in the 
first act, was incredibly slow, 
and while the second act im- 
proved, the third again fell short 
of the mark. The production 
fleeds a general tightening. The 
cues need clipping and a good 
ten minutes can be chopped off 
in the process. The result 
should be another pleasing pro- 
duction of the play. 

Ken .McGlon plays Andy in 
this One, and underplays far 
too much. At times his lack 
of emotional response, his slow 
deliberate delivery and quiet 
voice lose the audience almost, 
completely. 

Nick DeCarlo is a vital Nor- 
man, although he appears more 
mischievous than eccentric, 
more lacking in intelligence 
than kookie. 

Cricket Coan does an accept- 
able job as Sc^hie, but is too 
delicate and feminine in looks 
and attitude to portray expertly 
the fifth place Olympic swim- 
mer. She replaces wide-eyed 
innocence, called for in the role, 
with well-timed wisecracking. 
She seems too knowledgeable 
and contriving, and not enough 
deliberate and charming. JThe 
playwright saiys lUe is nor too 
bright. Miss CoBa's character 
is. 

Director Storer Boone has 
added three dreamlike dance 
seqences, one for each char- 
acter. The dances all deal with 
the "smell" of physical attrac- 
tion.

The search for herbs and 
spices has liead men on many 
perilous voyages ever since the 
earliest days when cooking be- 
came an art. Even Columbus 
was looking for them when he 
discovered America. Now we 
can produce many useful herbs 
in our gardens or in pots or 
window Ixjxes inside or out- 
side the home. 

Add new zest to your meals 
this winter with herbs and 
spices from the store. Plan to 
include herbs in your garden 



Chives afe-'especially useful 
1o give a mild onion flavor 
to soup, cottage cheese, salad 
or egg dishes. This fine vege- 
t^le must be used fresh as 
,it loses its flavor when dried. 
Plant the small bulbs next 
spring so you can have some 
to raise in the house in pots 
next winter. 



try minced parsley in cream 
soups. 

Sage is one of our most 
popular herbs. It comes to us 
from Yugoslavia where it grows 
wild. The leaves are used in 
poultry stuffing,- baked fish, 
sage tea, sausage and chowder. 



Parsley is a dependable herb 
for all gardens and has several 
culinary uses. Its use does 
not njeed to be restricted to the 
fresh leaves. The dried or flak- 
ed product adds color and a dis- 
tinctive mild flavor to many 
dishes. In particular, you should

Anise seeds give a mild li- 
corice flavor to cookies, candy 
and cake. Old records tell us 
they were used by the Romans 
to ward off the evil eye. Also, 
did you kiiow that bags filled 
with anise have been used as 
a drag to train foxhounds? 

Basil is another very old 
herb which was known to the 
-ancient J3 leeks. The name 
means king. This one has a clove 
flavor and is especially good 
with foods involving tomatoes. 
Try it also with eggs, soups, 
stews, chopped meats or with 
butter sauce on fish. 

If you like the zip of Mexi- 
can food do not forget paprika, 
chili and cayenne peppers. 
These may be grown in your 
garden for use fresh, or pur- 
chased in the dry ground form. 
The pungent types, and the mild 
forms which are used in salads, 
stuffing and pickles, are native 
to tropical America. They were 
used by native peoples for many 
years before the discovery of 
the New World. 

Paprika is a mild member 
of the pepper family which is 
rich in vitamins A andC. The 
ancierA Aztec Indians developed 
the use of chili which we now 
enjoy in chili con carne. If 
you use the fiery cayenne, do 
so with cauUon. It is the hot- 
test of the red peppers.

Outdoor living is an increas- 
ingly important part of lives. 
As this becomes a more import- 
ant part of our lives, so will 
the landscape features of owp^ 
properties become more Im- 
portant. Outdoor features which 
affect your landscape are fences 
and walls, steps, edgings, pav- 
ing, pools and retaining walls. 
Today's gardens will undoubt- 
edly need and use some of 
these features. 



Fences and walls are the en- 
closures that form the sides 
of the garden room. They pro- 
vide privacy and protection, 
and most important, give de- 
finition to the garden spaces 
just as the walls of a house 
define the rooms. 

Paving is used for walks, 
drives, ' terraces and service 
areas that are subject to in- 
tense use and wear, and is one 
of the major design elements in 
the garden. Different materials 
may l)e combined in a infinite 
variety of patterns to satisfy 
the designer and intrigue the 
observer. 

Steps have as their primary 
function to provide us a safe 
and comfortable transition from 
one level to another. Their 
final allegiance is always to 
the people who use them, and 
in detail they must never fail 
to relate to the scale ot the 
human figure. 

Retaining walls are often re- 
quired on sloping ground to pro- 
vide enough level space for a 
useful landscape, or to prevent 
erosion on steep slopes that 
wiU not support plant material, 
and that cannot b« mowed m 
otherwise maintained. 

An edging is used to define 
lawn and planting areas and to 
simplify grass cutting. Jagged 
edgings, such as bricks on end, 
present a hazard, an increase 
in maintenance, and an unplea- 
san|f "fussiness". 

Pools are used for enrich- 
ment, swinnimg, fish, or lilies. 
Water is a primary source of 
enrichment in any landscape. 
No matter how small the am- 
ount, it win give a cooling effect. 
Still water is restful.- Moving

Records 

The fishing in Virginia was 
great during 1968, and the fish- 
ing off the coast of Virginia 
Beach, either in the ocean or 
in Chesapeake Bay was tremen- 
dous. 

A number of new records were 
set in the 22 categories of the 
Virginia Salt Water Fishing 
Tournament also. 

The largest fish caught in 
Virginia waters was a 320 lb. 
shark, caught by Dale T. 
Ballard, Jr., 13, of Cape 
Charles. He captured his prize 
in the waters near his home. 
His was the largest of 38 cita- 
tion sharks boated. 

Only one citation-sized blue- 
fin tuna was caught, and that 
weighed in at 119 lbs. It was 
caught off Virginia Beach. 

Only one citation king mack- 
eral was caught during the 
tournament also, which lasted 
from May 1 to Nov. 30. It 
weighed slightly more than 20 
lbs. and was caught by a 
Virginia Beach man, David R. 
Wilson, just off the coast. 

The record sized striped, 
bass. 45 lbs. 8 o?, was caught 
at the Chesapeake Bay Bridge 
Tunnel by J. W. Humphreys of 
Virginia Beach. Charles W. 
Ward of Virginia Beach boated 
the record 14 lbs., 1 oz. tautog 
in the Baltimore channel. And 
Robert H. Gold, also of Virginia 
Beach, brought in the record 
sea bassofittiecaastof Vlcgirda 
Beach. The fish weighed in at 
5 lbs., 5 ozs. 

Ten of the 22 species record 
winners were caught off 
Virginia Beach. In addition to 
those previously mentioned, the 
records for yellowfin tuna (56 
lbs., . 8 ozs.) white marlin (72 
lbs.), wahoo (50 lbs.), false al- 
bacore (20 lbs.), flounder (13 
lbs., 1 oz.),andbluefish(211bs., 
12 ozs.) were allset off Virginia 
Beach of near the Cheasapeake 
Bay Bridge-Tunnel. 

The bluefish was caught by 
J. L. Davis of Portsmouth. It 
set a new state record. In all 
a total of 2,046 citation blue- 
fish were caught in Virginia last 
year during the tournament. 
This was almost half of the 
4,504 citations for all species, 
according^ to Claude Rogers, 
director of the tournament. The 
second highest number of cita- 
tions (.707) were for flounder, 
with striped bass (693) close 
behind. ' 

Rogers %said 4he 1968 total 
number of citations was 1,364 
higher than the previous high 
year of 1963. 

He added that a presentation 
program for ffife winners in each 
category will be held in the 
future. At present hand-lettered 
citations, showing the angler's 
name, type of fish and weight 
of citation catch are now being 
prepared to be sent to the 
winners.

Rapid growth continues to 
characterize the world tele- 
phone network as some 14 mil- 
lion phones were added to the 
global system in 1967. This 
brings the world's phones to 
some 222 million as of Jan. 1, 
1968. These figures were re- 
leased by the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company 
after a year of gathering and 
compiling the required data for 
the World's Telephone Report. 

In the past ten years, more 
than 100 million telephones have 
been added to the total. The 
ever-increasing number of te- 
lephones is indicative of the 
increased usage olthetelephone 
(for local, long distance and 
international calling). 

During 1967, growth in inter- 
national calling resulted in 12.3 
million phone calls between the 
United States mainland and 
points overseas — up 2.3 mil- 
lion calls over the previous 
year. 

The rapid increase in the 
number of the international calls 
has accompanied the equally ra- 
pid developments of complex 
electronic equipment, including 
high-capacity cables and expan- 
ded satellite communications 
systems. Today, more than 400 
satellite circuits and thousands 
of underseas circuits are being 
used to provide telephone ser- 
vice between the United States 
and points overseas. 

More than 96 percent of the 
world's telephones can now be 



called from the United States. 
The North American continent 
continues to have more than 
half of the phones in the world. 
It has also passed a milestone 
by becoming the first continent 
to have one telephone for every, 
two persons. 

The United States has the 
most telephones with five and 
a half more than Japan, who 
is second in ranking of coun- 
tires. 

In telephone talk, Canada<and 
the United States are running 
neck-and-neck, with.Canada a- 
head by a narrow margin. Tele- 
phone conversations averaged 
667.7 per person in Canada in 
1967, compared to 667.0 per 
person in the United States.

"LCdr. Griffith was the type 
of naval officer who future flight 
officers should strive to emu- 
late in the performance of their 
duties in the naval establish- 
ment and in their duties as 
American citizens."

He also con- 
ducted cold weather, magnetic 
and other tests with the Intruder* 
systems in the Far North and 
at the North Pole.

W & M officials 
said they were under th^ im- 
pression that the classes would 
be held at the Association for 
Research and Enligjitenment at 
the college's regular charge of 
$54 for a three-credit hour 
course.

Dr. Bro explained that the 
high tuition rates are necessary 
to provide high calibre instruc- 
tion rather than teachers of the 
young who are moonlighting for 
extra money.

He received his professional 
ministerial degree at Harvard 
University and his Ph. D. in 
the history and psychology of 
religions at the Divinity School 
of the University of Chicago.

January 31 is the due date 
for reporting social security 
and withheld -income taxes for 
the calendar quarter ended Dec.

Employers who receive a 
preaddressed Form 941, "Em- 
ployer's Quarterly Federal Tax 
Return," should ust this form 
to report their tax liability.

Employers who made de-.

Revision of the 
requirements has been carried 
out on the recommendation of 
Police Chief W. W. Davis. 

The tightening of issuing such 
permits deals primarily with a 
more thorough check on the 
background of persons who may 
apply for a permit to carry 
a concealed.pistQl otr ffvply^r. 

tsa?t.' R..K. HaMiW, dir- 
ector of the polide'Central Ser- 
vices Division wber^applicatlon 
is made fot such permits, says 
applicants for permits now will 
be required to be fingerprinted 
and their prints be forwarded 
to the FBI's identification sec- 
tion in Wash., D.C. for thorough 
screening to assure the app- 
licant does not have a criminal 
record. 

This new procedure will 
guard, against the issuance of 
a permit to a person' who may 
not have been convicted of 
crimes in the city of Virginia 
Beach, but may have received 
such a conviction in another 
part of the country prior to 
moving to the resort city. 

Capt. Halstead also pointed 
out those persons who may 
wish to receive a permit to 
carry a concealed weapon will 
have to meet a number of strict 
requirements. These will in- 
volve the general character of 
the applicant, their mental com- 
petency and having a valid and 
acceptable reason for wanting 
to carry a concealed weapon. 

While Circuit Court Senior 
Judge Robert S. Wahab, Jr., 
has the final decision on the 
issuing or denying of such per- 
mits, he is strongly guided by 
the recommendations oLPolice 
Chief Davis. The i^ormation 
gathered on the applicant from 
investigation through the police 
Central Services Division, 
combined with the results of 
the FBI screening are the main 
elements on which Chief Davis 
bases bis recommendation. 



Desegregation Plan Approved

The last school segregation 
in Virginia Beach public schools 
will officially end July 1. 

At Tuesday's School Board 
meeting, a desegregation plan, 
originally due in November, 
was submitted to and approved 
by the Board. Under the plan 
freedom of choice will end, and 
students will be assigned to .sch- 
ools according to non racial 
geographical districts. 

The three schools which had

not been desegregated before 
are Seaboard and Seatack ele- 
mentary schools and Union 
Kempsville High School. Sea- 
board will be renamed Prin- 
cess Anne Elementary; Seatack 
will become Birdneck Road Ele- 
mentary, and Union Kempsville 
will become the Virginia Beach 
Center for Effective Learning, 
a diagnosis and testing center. 

Teaching, administrative and 
supervisory staffs have already 
been desegregated, and future 
assignments will be made re- 
gardless of race, color or nat- 
ional origin. The plan will now 
be submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare for approval as re- 
quired in the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964. 

The only conditions under 
which a student transfer to 
another school are:(l) A student 
who is physically or mentally 
handicapped may be permitted 
upon his written application to 
transfer to another school desi- 
gned to fit his special needs; 
(2) Change of residence to a 
place where another school is 
closer, (3) The availability at 



another school of a course of 
study required by the student 
which is not available at the 
designated school. 

Maps showing the boundary 
lines of the attendance zones 
established by the School Board 
will be available for inspection 
by the public at the School Ad- 
ministration Building. Individ- 
ual zone maps will be available 
at each school. 

School Board members met 
with Virginia Beach Education 
Association member in closed 
session after the School Board 
meeting. They reportedly re- 
quested a $500 to $1,000 annual 
pay raise for teachers, effective 
next fall. 



School Supt. E. E. Brickell 
asked Budget Committee Chair- 
man Spencer Lott to call a meet- 
ing of his committee inthpnear 
future to discuss the school 
budget. The budget reportedly 
will call for more than $24 
million, although Brickell would 
not comment on this sum.

He said he will begin 
interviewing io!Lthe_ new posi- 
tion shortly. 

Council also agreed to hire 
a new clerk-stenographer for 
the office of Commonwealth's 
Attorney Andre Evans if the 
State Compensation Board ag- 
rees. Evans had originally ask- 
ed for another legal secretary, 
but said later he could get 
along with the lesser position. 

A clerk-steno pay range is 
from $3,720 to $4,680, with 
half paid by the state in a 
Constitutional officer's office. 
Evans was to make the fotmal 
request of the state board yes- 
terday, following Council action. 

In other action Council agreed 
to have the Dept. of Public 
Works start the city dredge on 
a new 3,000 foot cut of channel 
in the Western Branch of the 
Lynnhaven River. DPW Direc- 
tor Charles Kiky and City Enjg-^ 
ineer M. W. Holloman told 
Council that by the time this 
is completed a complete plan 



for future dredging projects 
as requested by Council should 
be ready. Both also recommen- 
ded deeper dredging than has 
been done in the past.

Scott said he thought 
it would be a good time for 
Councilmen, city officials and 
private citizens to discuss the 
proposed Virginia Constitution- 
al revisions. 

Scott told Council bids on the 
city's championship golf course 
adjacent to Camp Pendleton 
and around RedWing Lake would 
be opened at 10 a.m. on Jan. 
31 at his office. He again de- 
fended the delay in opening 
of bids from Jan. 6 because 
of the time element Involved.

Scott said a number of new 
bids are e35)ected to be forth- 
coming and added that had the 
t\yo Virginia bids received by 
the old deadline been opened and 
rejected it could have affected 
greatly the price tag.

The Virginia Beach Erosion 
Commission heard a report at 
its meeting Tuesdaiy thai the 
beach along the oceanfrpnt is 
in excellent condition and that 
the wintry weather, including 
the storm earlier this week, 
has actually brought new mat- 
erial into the beach rather than 
taking away. 

Because of this the commiss- 
ion agreed to table, at the re- 
commendation of commission 
chairman E. H. Church, invol- 
vement in a proposed program 
of sand removal for replenish- 
ment purposes from the Ocean 
Park Area. 

While the commission's con- 
sulting engineer Joseph McDon- 
ald did not recommend a go- 
ahead with the tiiick hauling 
of sand from that area, he did 
suggest that the commission 
ask the city to look into leg- 
alities and land rights concern- 
ing land removal from that area 
for future heeds. But the comm- 
ission decided against this at 
the present time, since there 
is reportedly enou|^ sand and 
material for replenishment in 
the sand trap at Rudee Inlet 
to be used for some time to 
come. An estimate from Mc- 
Donald is that material is now 
available for between five and 
ten years. 

McDonald also reported that 
while the sand trap is still 
not fully dredged, the forebay 
area of Rudee Inlet is com- 
pleted. He and Erosion Com- 
mission field superintendent 
Ellsworth Morse said that some 
areas just inside the north jetty, 
which had been dredged to a 
depth of ten feet, now is 17 
feet deep. Morse said the dred- 
ging is now being done in the 
vicinity of the high level bridge 
across the inlet. 

McDonald added that while 

the "dredge -will possibly be 

moved back into the Owl's Creek 

area within a month or so, 

he said the sand trap work can 

also continue at the same time.

The need for a new munici- 
pal Court courtroom was also 
pointed out by Scott, who said 
this is being taken into con- 
sideration in discussion of the 
proposed capital improvements 
budget, soon to be completed 
and made public. 

The building committee has 
been^ talking with all Const- 
itutional officers and depart- 
ment heads concerning space 
needs and has found the Trea- 
surer and the Commissioner of 
Revenue short of space. 

Scott suggested that they 
could probably expand into part 
of &e offices being vacated when 
the new City Hall is opened 
next month and that part of the 
Clerk of Circuit Court's needs 
could be taken care <>f with 
space in a new courts build- 
ing. 

Payne said it was the opini- 
on of his committee that the 
new buildii^ should already 
been started to be ready in 
1970 and stressed the urgency. 
Scott, however, and the rest 
of Council seemed to take the 
matter in stride, and Council 
indicated a decision will be 
made shortly. 

Scott also told Council that 
he had been discussing the pro- 
bability of full-time judges for 
Municipal Courts, at a cost for 
two of about $20,000. Under his 
plan, one judge would serve 
police and civil courts, while 
the other would be a traffic 
court judge. The increased case 
load in these courts is the ma- 
jor reason Scott has made the 
proposal.

■ The rjreedom of Information 
Law passed by the Virginia 
General Assembly last, year 
wai^ up for discussijon at the 
informal session of Virginia 
Beach City Council Monday. 

In December Morris Rowe, 
a reporter for the Virginia 
Beach bureau of the Norfolk . 
VIRGINIAN-PILOT, wrote ^ 
Mayo;- Frank Dusch asking that 
the Council agenda given to the 
press, on the Friday before a 
regular Monday meeting include 
all supporting letters, docum- 
ents, ordinances and the like. 
Rowe said this would make it 
easier on the city officials who 
would have to be contacted lat- 
er anVway for these documents 
and that it would save time. 
Councilmen now receive these 
docunients with their agenda 
and docket. 

In the same letter Rowe said 
in effect that the Council may 
have violated the Freedom of 
Information law by discussing 
the code of ethics and other 
m^itters in closed session and 
by not making the information 
available to the jpress. The 
contents of the code, however, 
were given to some members 
of the press by some Council- 
men anyway and the contents 
were published permaturely. 

In the law CoynciJ,is allowed 
to discuss any matter which may 
be prejudicial to the city in 
closed session. Several times, 
however, matters of finances 
a nd ap pointments h ave been 



the entire Council and su^ested 
he write the City Manager. Rowe 
did so, and also wrote all 
Council members. 

In the informal session Mon- 
day the letter was read by City 
Manager Roger Scott, and Rowe 
was asked to ejqjlain. He said 
that the city of Chesapeake 
releases its docket and support- 
ing material on Friday before 
a meeting; that Portsmouth re- 
leases a* full press package the 
day of the meeting, including all 
supporting documents; and that 
Norfolk releases the docket the 
day before a meeting and supp- 
orting material on the day of 
the meeting. 

"It would merely help us 
and save time of officials not 
to be bothered by us," said 
Rowe. 

He added that the full story 
could then be published before 
the meeting. This was later 
questioned by at least one Coun- 
cilman, who wanted to know 
why it would be necessary to 
hold a meeting if the papers 
had said it all beforehan<1« 

The possibility of the docket 
being released on Friday and 
the supporting material being 
released on Monday was dis- 
cussed as was the release of 
all material with a Monday 
embargo on supporting docu- 
ments. 



While Council seemed gen- 
erally in favor of releasing the 
documents in some way it 
agreed to study the matter for 
a week. 

Scott Uien took offense to 
Rowe's original letter indica- 
ting violation of the Freedom 
of Information Law. He pointed 
out that he and City Council 
had agreed to continue letting 
the press remain in the informal 
staff briefings even after an 
interpretation from the Virginia 
Attorney General's office said 
it was not necessary. 

He added that the staff brief- 
ings held now in closed session 
are legal In his opinion and 
allow the Individuals present 
more freedom of expression. 
He added that anything dis- 
cussed there cannot be acted 
upon offlcally and will event- 
ually be acted on In regular 
session. 

Rowe added that some Coun- 
cilmen will "tell anyway", but 
said they might not hear all, 
making it necessary to call a 
number of people. Scott said 
the matters discussed In closed 
session dealt with subjects that 
could be touchy. 

Scott added, "I am willing 
to cooperate as long as It won't 
penalize my office, but I don't 
know how far we can go with 
spoon ieedlng."

Another New Building 



The jpecidi City Counci I 
committee seemed to think it 
was dropping a bombshell on 
the full Council Monday when 
it announced a new courts build- 
ing would be necessary follow- 
ing the 1970 session of the Vir- 
ginia General Assembly. 

The legislature isexpectedto 
approve one and possibly two 
new Circuit Court Judges for the 
city based on case load and pop- 
ulation. Where to put the jud- 
ges is the problem. But the 
committee implied It had been 
aware of this need for some 
"tinre. — — - — -^ — ■ " 



Why Council was just in- 
formed remains a big question, 
but apparently City Man- 
ager Roger Scott was not pan- 
icked by the pronouncement. 
While he asked not be held to 
1t7~he ^aW^e thought a new 
building as recommended by the 
building committee could be 



built v/ith non- referendum bond 
funds. 

This was in sharp contrast 
to the chairman of the build- 
ing committee who said he 
"hated to say it" butjlhat a 
new building was needed and 
that he "didn't know where the 
money was coming from.*' 
Scott, fortunately, didn't hate to 
hear it and had planned ahead, 
since it was rather obvious for 
some time the new building 
v/ould be needed. 

The population growth has 
been phenomenal, and will con- 
tinue 40^3© flrwch^the ^ame way. 
New judges will be needed in 
the future and new courtrooms. 
Hopefully this time the building 
committee, still Ih its infancy, 
wi II plan ahead. Scott can't come 
up with a v/indfall every time. 
We wishto see Virginia Beach 
continue to grow rapidly and this 
Is the price we must pay, no 
matter what it costs us. 



Conflict Emergency 



The Governor has also indicated 
the session will be limited to 
this matter, except that emer- 
gency bills may be introduced 
at his request. 

While a statewide emergency 
does not exist, we submit that 
an emergency does exist in Vir- 
ginia Beach in the conflict of 
interest matter. A shadow of 
doubt and guilt hangs over those 
accused by Commonwealth's 
Attorney Andre Evans. The 
longer this goes on the worse 
it is. 

Hopefully the Governor will 
see fit to introduce the new 
conflict of interest law in this 
special session fof final action. 
This matter needs to be ended 
here once and for all. 



, It now appears that ttie spec- 
ial blue ribbon commission set 
up by Virginia Gov. Mills E. 
Godwin to study the present 
conflict of interest law of the 
state Is ready with a new law. 
The contents of that new law, 
based on study and public hear- 
ings, are not known. The chair- 
man will only say the proposed 
law would relax some provis- 
ions and strengthen others. 

The forthcoming special 
session of the Virginia General 
Assembly next month is being 
called to enact constitutional 
revisions. There are indications

Here'Come 'da Judgeship, 



( 



Now that President Johnson has left office 
vithout appointing that federal judge for Vir- 
~nnia, the Republicans are all In a dithei. 

They are afraid that President Nixon will 
appoint his long-time supporter and ally from 
pre-convention days last year, one A. Linwood 
Holton, to that empty judge's chair. And what's 
more, they are afraid that Holton, looked to 
as the hope of the GOP in Virginia in the 
gubernatorial race this year, just might acc- 
e pt. The results CQuId be disasterous for the 
GOP. 

Although there was a deadlock concerning 
two potential choices for the judgeship that 
was thought to have been settled and Mr. 
Johnson was expected to appoint the new 
judge before last Monday. For some unex- 
plained reason the unpredictable former Pres- 
ident didn't make any appointment and did 
t-^hat concern Mm as h^e^Headed for" 
Texas and retirement from public life. 

The possibility that Holton could be the man 
was raised earlier, but he said the speculation 
was premature. Now it is not and he's not 
really saying much on the subject. 

The 540,000 a year prestige federal judge- 
ship is certainly a plum to dangle before 
any attorney, especially one as well-known 
as Mr. Holton. It coulcbbe hard to turn down, 
regardless of the dashed hopes it could bring 
his party in November. 

Just why Mr. Holton is so important to the 
Republicans of Virginia is enigmatic in the 
first place. Four years ago he was a relative 
unknown Roanoke attorney when he received 
the GOP convention nod to oppose then Lt. 
Gov, Mills E. Godwin, Jr. for the state's 
top job. 

Godwin won rather easily on a ticket as 
full of harmony and bliss as any Democratic 
candidate had ever been fortunate enough to 
receive. All factions of the jarty joined 
together behind Godwin, and his victory was 
never really in doubt. 

But the tide of history was iiKieed changir^. 
Holton made a good showing for a Re|wbUcaA. 



And the impact of his heavy vote was felt 
statewide. Mr. Holton was no longer an un- 
known, but a strong coniender to be contended 
with again. 

The "again" is 1969 in the November general 
election, if the judgeship doesn't materialize 
as many expect it will. This time there is 
a Republican president. Congress has more 
GOP members. In areas where it was once 
not good business to be a Republican, the two- 
party system is maWng Inroads. Even inTlr- 
ginia Beach it is not as unpopular as it once 
was to be a Republican. 

With three candidates fighting it out on the 
Democratic side for the nomination in July, 
and with the obvious name-calling and cam- 
paigning that goes .into any election, the GOP 
has been sort of smiling and waiting to see 
who the TPirarer wiU I5e, fWl^TDl^rtime 
being aware of their relatively good standing 
with the Democratic unrest and division. The 
GOP in Virginia thus seemed set for one of 
the most important fights of this century. A 
Democrat is still expected to win by the pol- 
itical buffs, but the two-party system was 
expected to be something real at last. 

Thfen here came the judgeship. 

The biggest problem is that the Republicans 
do not have any star that sbines-J^ brightly 
as that of Mr. Holton. Essentially their hopes 
could be ruined if Holton should be offered 
and should accept the judgeship. 

The GOP of Virginia waits with baltedbreath. 
And no one is realy talking about it in terms 
above a whisper. Even the Democrats are 
watching and waiting in an interested manner. 

To turn down a federal jwigeship offered 
by the President seems unthinkable. What 
Holton will do and what effect it has on the 
party in Virginia remains to be seen. 

But it surely could mucUle the already 
muddled situation a little more. And shtwld 
the Democrats finally get someifbat togettier, 
as they are prooe to dp in a crisis, ttiis coukl 
be one very interring year.

The Declaration of Independence had described all men as 
being "free and equal". This, in practice, was not the case, 
riumans were owned by other humans and were bought and 
sold as chattel. A debt was coming due for payment. The price 
was 620,000 American lives —360,000 Northerners and 260,000 
Southerners out of sOme three million patticipants. 

Until World War 1, the Civil War was the greatest and most 
bloody struggle which humanity had known. The intensity and 
bitterness generated by the slavery question was without par-^ 
allel in the history of our country. 

At 9:30 p.m. on April 15, 1865, President and Mrs. Lincoln 
went to the Ford Theatre. He sat in his box, happy and con- 
tent, the long vigil ended by the side of his broken Union now 
reunited, though with wounds he intended to heal. All eyes 
were on the stage, A shot rang out, and a half- crazed assa^ 
ssin shouted "Sic Sempr Tyrannis", waving a knife he leap^ 
ed from the box to the stage and fled through a stage door to 
a waiting horse. 

The war was won; slavery as an institution was abolished; 
the President was dead; the Union was preserved; but p«ice 
and love and honesty and brotherly kindliness had fled with 
Lincoln's soul. 

After the war, the North was industrial, the West was ag- 
ricultural and toe- South was pnffitrate. The largest^ enters" 
prise was fundamentally that of railway building. To the 
35,000 miles of railway track in operation in 1865 about 
122,000 additional miles were added by 1887. The great tran- 
scontinental lines and innumerable shorter one3 were con- 
structed during this period. 

The population of 38,000,000 people in 1870 became 50,000 J?00 
in 1880 and 63,000,000 by 1890. This vast population, occukt- 
ing an area of over 3 ,000,000 square miles of gontinuou s terr- 



itory, without tariff barriers, all living under one government, 
easily afforded the greatest opportunities in the world for ex- 
ploiting a domestic market of unprecedented size and for the 
growth of vast aggregations of capital in the form of corpor- 
ate enterprise. 

The scale and openness of stealing was beyond belief. 
Bribery and corruption became widespread. In New York the 
notorious "Tweed Gang" came into powei- in 1868 and by 1871 
had carted off loot from the city treasury in amounts vari- 
ously estimated from $45,000,000 to $200,000,000. A court- 
house which was planned to cost $250,000 cost the City of New 
York over $8,000,000. The businessmen were pursuing their 
lucrative callings and left the business of running their gov- 
ernments up to the politicians and their hired m«i, all of whom 
were getting their share. 

In the South, the carpetbagger plied his lucrative trade. 
The Negro was held in check forcibly by the Klu-Klux Klan 
with their terrorist methods. America as a nation was in Qie 
full swing of industrialism and capitalism. In 1890 the Cen- 
sus Bureau declared ttiat the frontier as a dynamic factor in 
American life had axled. * 

The ^erprises of the country b^an marshallii^ their ass^ 
in vast corporate conrt)inations by the dawn of the 20th cen- 
tury.

Another major requirement 
for the Issuing of mixed bev- 
erage licenses provides that no 
minors may be employed In 
areas where mixed drlnk;^ are 
solfl or served, during the hours 
In ivhich they are dispensed or 
coljsumed. Lipscomb pointed 
ou^ that another concern of the 
State ABC Board will be to not 
onjy to assure this age re- 
quirement is met but also to 
make certain that no one under 
thei age of 21 is permitted to 
purchase mixed drinks. 

The liquor stock will also be 
of concern to ABC inspectors. 
This involves periodic inspec- 
tloi of the stock to assure that 
liquor supplies have been pro- 
perly and legally obtained 
through State ABC Stores. 

ABC inspectors will also be 
concerning themselves wijth 
customers who drop into their 
favorite place for a mixed drink. 



Lipscomb points out the law 
does not require a person to 
purchase food in order to pur- 
chase a drink. However, if they 
are having more than one they 
must consume each drink be- 
fore being served the next one. 
The liquor itself will also 
come under scrutiny of the ABC 
Inspectors. If a customer 
^ Fcl^rs a spec4fl€^>rand t n e 
drink mUst contain that speci- 
fic brand, unless the customer 
agrees to a substitution. 

One major difference govern- 
ing mixed beverage sales in 
Virginia Beach and other met- 
ropolitan cities, such as New 
York, Chicago, or Washington, 
regards the proverbial round 
of drinks on the house. Regu- 
lations strictly prohibit the ser- 
ving of any free drinks in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

While' applications for^mixed 
beverage licenses are at a re- 
latively low number at the pre- 
sent, the coming of spring Is 
expected to see an Increase in 
applications In preparation for 
the coming tourist season acc- 
ording to Lipscomb. The influx 
of tourists Into the resort city 
Is also expected to result in 
the minor problem of haying to 
educate the out of state visitor 
about local regulations. 

Lipscomb added, "We've got 
to go through a period of ed- 
ucation with the licensees and 
continue working with them. We 
welcome their questions and 
win try to assist them. Every- 
body has got to work together 
to get this off the ground". 
Lipscomb said he has already 
had high regard for the cooper- 
ation of businessmen in the past 
and looks forward to the same 
in the future. In the field of 
enforcement, Lipscomb said he 
has always experienced excell- 
ent cooperation with the local 
police department and wel- = 
comes their future cooperation 
In enforcing the laws. 

Liquor-by-the-drlnk Is still 
so new that even Lipscomb can't 
get used to It. 

He said, "You know, 1 still 
haven't gotten used to going into 
these places and seeing liquor 
bottles stacked up in back of 
a servicebar, sitting right there 
In plain sl^ht''.

"Refri- 
gerators are smaller and there 
are m sq^irate freezers, "said 
Mrs. Van de Griendt, a native 
of Rotterdam. "We do not use 
ice In tea or drinks. It isn't 
that we don't have it. We just 
prefer them without ice." 

Dutch, meals, she said, are 
rather heavy, consisting of po- 



tatoes (alwa^), fresh vegeta- 
bles and meat. "We have dif- 
ferent cuts of meat than in the 
United States. There is no fat 
or bones." 

Pancakes are a dessert, and 
there is no juice or bacon for 
breakfast. "Eggs are boiled. 
We eat cheese and sweet thii^ 
on bread (including chocolate), 
and lunch m^t for breakfast." 



Dutch children go to school 
from six to their 16th Ijlrth- 
day. All schools are financed 
by the government whether they 
are public or private. The gov- 
ernment also supervises high 
school entrance and graduate 
exams. Schools have a two hour 
lunch break so children can go 
home to eat. 

Everybody is registered for 
the Dutch social security pro- 
gram which includes sickness 
insurance for everyone below a 
certain incomelevel. "Wehave 
no really poor people," she 
commented, adding that the gov- 
ernment even provides an al- 
lowance for children under 16. 

"Doctors still visit the 
homes," she said. "You don't 
have to wrap a sick child Iir 
a blanket and carry him halT" 
way across the city for treat- 
ment." She is the mother of 
two small children, so she 
should know. 

There are two television 
channels in Holland. "There are 
few commercials and never in 
the middle of a program. They 
come in a 15 or 20 minute 
block between programs." 
There are few programs in the 
morning, and all programs go 
off at 11 p.m. 

The main problem in The 
Netherlands is housing. It's the 
most densely populated land 
in the world, said Mrs. Van 
de Griendt. Applications for 
housing must be made far in 
advance. Couples planning on 
marrying must either wait un- 
til si^ce is available or move 
in wlUi their parents.

Ny- 
lon is a good fabric for the 
outer shell of a parka because 
it is lightweight, long wearing 
and doesn't absorb moisture. 
Two other outershell fabrics 
frequently used for parkas are 
Antron, a more expensive, sil- 
ky form of nylon, and polyester 
poplin, an excellent heavy-duty 
fabric.

washable wools. g& there'll be

This cold water machine- 
washability can mean not only 
newer-looking sweaters but al- 
so a considerable saving in dry 
cleaning bills. After any wash- 
able sweater comes out of the 
machine, don't put it into a hot 
dryer. It's best to dry all wool- 
ens naturally, away from any 
direct heat.

— le a t h e r a nd f e alWer -Ilk e 
fabrics. Modern designers have 
just come up with jackets, 
skirts, frontier pants, shirts 
and «lacks that, believe it or not, 
can go right into the machine 
with the all-purpose cold water 
detergent.

Three bone shapes are easily 
recognized in most cuts. The 
T-bone, shaped like a T, stands 
for tenderness. It usually stands 
for higher cost as it is the 
tender, fast cooking cuts which 
cost more. T-bone steaks are 
an excellent example. They may, 
of course, be broiled to perfec- 
tion in a very short time, the 
time dependent on thethickness 
and the degree of doneness 
desired. 

An 0-shaped, or round bone, 
indicates that the cut is some- 
what less expensive and also 
less tender, requiring a longer, 
slower cooking method. Round 
steak has a round bone. Brais- 
ing turns this less tender cut 
into a tasty morsfel. Some re- 
cipies r equtre^that round steak 
be baked, again giving it the 
longer, slower cooking it needs. 

A third bone shape to remem- 
ber is the blade bone, a long 
slender bone, easily seen in the 
beef pot roast and other cuts. 
Again, slow cooking is a must 
for blade bone meat cuts. These 
cuts are less tender and. less 
expensive. 

While you're boning up, re- 
member that less tender means 
before cooking, not after. Using 
the correct cooking method, 
you'll find that these cuts might 
turn into family favorite meats 
that they'll request again and 
again.

S, Claude Rogers, Jr. of Vir- 
ginia Beach, Association Direc- 
tor, tells the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN proposals have been made 
to raise the citaUon minimum 
requirements in several cate- 
gories, including bluefish, tuna, 
and blue marlin. 

Rogers said minimum weight 
requirements for bluefish cita- 
tions will likely be raised from 
the present 12 pounds to 15 
pounds. The proposal is based 
an the increasing number of 
citations being awarded for 
bluefish, and the increased 
weight of the majority of 
Icatches. 

Consideration is also being 
given to changing requirements 
for awarding tuna citations. 
According to Rogers, all tuna 
fish will be grouped into the 
general category of "large 
tuna" with minimum citation 
weight requirements set at 50 
pounds. Rogers indicated this 
step is proposed to do away 
with the problem of identify- 
ing tuna specifically. Rogers 
points out, however, that an- 
glers seeking citations should 
not confuse their catches with 
false albacore or other species 
similiar to tuna. 

Changes are also being re- 
commended in citation require- 
ments in the blue marUn class. 



Rogers said it has been reco<!- 
mmeoded that citatloDs bea- 
warded for blue marlin weir- 
ing 250 pounds which are landed, 
aiHl that citationsHvould also 
be awarded for blue nuirlin 
which are released. 

A meeting ol the Association 
officials is scheduled for next 
Thursday, when all of the pro- 
posed citation changes wiU be 
reviewed. Final word on cita- 
tion requirements may be re- 
leased prior to the opening.

New Candidates 



When Del. Keni^eth White- 
hurst, Jr. announced recently 
he would not seek re-election 
to^tte Virginia Housr^ Bet^ 
egates this year, many were 
greatly surprised. It had been 
thought that he and Del. B. R. 
Middleton would run as a team 
and would face little or possi- 
bly no opposition. In any event 
their re-election was thought 
to be routine. 

Following the announcement a 
great deal ofbehing-the-scenes 
political maneuvering began and 
names of possible candidates 
began appearing with regular- 
ity. 

Then last weekend, Rhae 
Adams, chairman of the board 
of Beach Ford, Inc. and the, 
newly formed Peoples Bank 
announced his candidacy subject 
to the July Democratic Pri- 
mary. The next day Middleton 
announced that he and Adams 
would run as a team.

Teachers 
Ask More 
And More 

The starting salaries for 
first-year teachers in Tide- 
water will continue on the rise 
next fall; that is, if school 
boards and local education as- 
sociations win over their res- 
pective City Councils. 

The starting salary in 
Virginia Beach, Chesapeake and 
Portsmouth this year is $6,000, 
but next year it has been pro- 
posed that-all three jump to 
$6,500. In Norfolk, where the 
current starting salary is 
$5,800, the education assoc- 
iation has recommendgd a 
$1,000 hike to $6,800, 

Except for Portsmouth the 
recommendations are so far 
only the proposals of the assoc- 
iations and have yet to meet 
with school board approval. In 
Portsmouth the proposal is that 
of the school board. 

The maximum recommended 
salary for Ports mouth teachers 
^ only a ba chelor's degree 
is $9,550, reached in 16 steps. 
In Chesapeake the recommend- 
ation is for a maximum of 
$9,800 In 14 steps. In Virginia 
Beach the maximum for the 
holder of a bachelor's degree 
would be higher and reached 
in less steps. The recommenda- 
tion calls for a maximum of 
$10,400 'in 11 steps, and that 
represents a$920 increase over 
this year. 

To reach the above maxi- 
mums Chesapeake would have to_ 
increase $1,300 over this year 
and Portsmouth would have to 
increase $1,150. 

The Norfolk association is 
calling for a mammoth $3,152 
jump in the maximum for hold- 
ers of bachelor's degrees to 
$11,968 in 12 steps.

Last year in- Norfolk a $6,000 
minimum had been sought, but 
was not okayed by CityCotincil. 
City Councils in Virginia Beach, 
Portsmouth and Chesapeake 
went along with starting salary 
raises as recommended. 

The superintendents of Fair- 
fax and Falls Church have asked 
for a starting salary of $7,000 
for next year, but Arlington's 
association tops all the requests 
with a recommendation of a 
starting salary of $7,800, 
a whopping $1,600 increase over 
this year. The maximum there 
for a single degree would be 
$14,860, attained in 15 steps. 

Other school systems seek- 
ing more than In Tidewater for 
a starting salaryinclude Prince 
William County and Staunton, 
both seeking a $7,000 minimum. 
A large number of cifles and 
counties statewide are seeking 
the same level of $6,500.

District Unsatisfactory to City— 



City Manager Roger M. Scott 
and Planning Director Patrick 
L. Standing have indicated they 
are not pleased with the delin- 
iation of the planning district 
which includes Virginia Beach. 

Scott told City Council in in- 
formal session Monday that 
while he was not ready to make 
%wy formal objection that his 
preliminary investigation of the 
District 20 boundaries indicated 
a solution not entirely satisfac- 
tory to Virginia Beach. 

After brief hearings with city 
officals here and with officials 
statewide the newly created 
Division of State Planning and 
Urban Affairs announced last 
weekend its recommendations 
for 22 planning districts across 
the state. The recommendations 
are preliminary and subject 
to change by July I, when final 
boundaries are expected to be 
set. 

A public hearing is slated 
for April 23 on the district which 
includes Virginia Beach. Alth- 
ough no official position has 
been taken so far it would app- 
ear that a fight is looming on 
the mixture of urban and rural 
interests in District 20. 

So far there is no indication 
of the position that will be taken 
by other proposed members of 
the district. Th^ recommended 
district would include the met- 
ropolitan cities of Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake and 
Virginia Beach, but would also 
add the smaller cities of Suffolk 
^nd Franklin, as w^ll as Nan- 
semoiri, Isle of Wight and South- 
ampton Counties. 

Scott said he believed the 
district only composed of the 
four large cities could better 
serve the purpose of regional 
planning for which the districts 
are being set up.

Each planning district will 
receive $5,000 for each 25,000 
population 4br -planning pur- 
poses. District 20 is the second 
largest recommended in the 
state, with 772,400. The urban 
corridor in Northern Virginia 
is the largest recommended. 

When a new district is adop- 
ted the old Southeastern Vir- 
ginia Regional Planning Comm- 
ission, of which Virginia Beach 



is a member, will be dissolved 
and its records and projects 
turned over to the new group. 
There is also strong indica- 
tion that the city of Virginia 
Beach will be entirely in the 
water business by July 1. Coun- 
cil Monday authorized the hir- 
ing of consultants to help est- 
ablish new water fees effective 
on that date. The study is ex- 
pected to cost between $7,500 
and $9,000. The consultants say 
it can cost a maximum of 
$11,000.

A^ expected, Virginia Beach 
City Council backed down from 
its original action of last month 
which would have disestablished 
the old City Planning Comm- 
ission and created a new, 
smaller commission. 

Vice Mayor Robert Cromwell, 
whose personnel c*mmitteehad 
recommended the old comm- 
ission be decreased in size 
and who had helped push through 
the enabling ordinance, read 
Council's brief statement, pre- 
pared by City Attorney Harry 
Marshall. 

It read, "The Council has 
evaluated the time factors in 
obtaining final judicial review 

: nrriinanpp 246. It Is aPPar- 
ent that full-scale litigation, 
regardless of the outcome, 
would seriously interfere with 
orderly planning for a long 
period. Such delay, imposed 
on those citizens who have valid 
and pressing matters requiring 
action by a Planning Commiss- 
ion of unquestioned legality, is, 
unacceptable. 

"The Council has, therefore, 
decided to withdraw from its 
position with respect to desired 
immediate reorganization of the 
Planning Commission and ut- 
ilize other means which cannot 
be challenged to reduce over a 
longer period, the Commission 
to a more efficient size." 

Then Council voted on the 
matter, thus ending the con- 
troversy. The original comm- 
ission had 15 members, but 
four aRXJintments expired on 
Dec. 31, thus reducing the size 
to 11, since they Swere art 



reappoiqted. Councilman Albert 
Bonney received unanimous 
approval to his request to aw>- 
oint the first Negro, William 
A. Cleaves, to the commission, 
making tht membership 12. The 
law requires that the comm- 
ission be constituted of between 
5 and 15 members. 

The disestablishment action 
of December sought to reduce 
the number to 9; In closed 
s esslon secret balloting C leaves 
was appointed to that comm- 
ission and the chairman, Ben 
Wroton was dropped. 

Through his attorney, Joseph 
Canada, Jr., Wroton sought an 
injunction against the new com- 
jnissian wh ic h h ad^already ele«- 
cted Roy AljAin as its new 
chairman. The new commission 
never sat, however. The injunc- 
tion was not filed after the coni- 
mission agreed not to meet in 
regular session in January and 
after City Attorney Marshall 
advised that a court fight could 
cause problems with pending 
applications. 

Several Councilmen said pri- 
vately after Monday's action 
that they feel the new comm- 
ission was valid, but that they 
could not risk the delay of a 
court fight.

QuIst 
said members of the State Water 
Control Board reported their on 
the spot investigation of the sit- 
uation failed to result in find- 
ing any dead fish in the North 
Landing River, and that State 
officials are satisfied with the 
manner in which the city is 
handling the situation. , 

The oil leakage was probab- 
ly the result of a "pin hole" 
break in an underground pipe- 
line owned by ttie Standard 
Transmission Company and 
used to send jet fuel front the 
company's Inland Waterway 
station to the Oceana Naval Air 
Station. Quist said he has talk- 
ed with the company's owner 
Col. Dan Forth who is coop- 
erating ftiUy with the city in 
doing what he can to correct 
the situation. Col. Forth repor- 
tedly is willing to shut down 
the pumping station if necess- 
ary to prevent any real damage 
or any type of hazard. 

Quist said the city has been 
working on the problem for the 
past two weeks. "The city has 
cleaned out the ditches", Quist 
said, "and if anything else aris- 
es, we will shut the plant down 
if necessary".

In Virginia Beach where the 
subject of money often makes 
City officials cringe in the face 
of another major tax hike, no 
one is ready to comment. The 
budget committee of the school 
board reportedly met in closed 
session this week to discuss the 
proposals and during the first 
two weeks of February the 
school board is scheduled to 
hold another closed meeting to 
discuss the recommendations. 

After that it is up to School 
Supt. E. E, Brickell, school 
board chairman J. W. Buffington 
and City Manager Roger Scott 
to work out a suitable school 
budget as part of the next city 
operating budget. Schools gen- 
erally account for sli0itly 
better than half the city budge^ 
and this year may take an even 
greater share if many of the 
proposals are accepted.. It has 
been discussed that the school 
budget may reach as high as 
$24.5 million next year, a major 
hike over last year's $18.2 
million. 

Both Buffington and Brickell 
have refused comment on the 
overall budgetary needs and 
proposals but both have said 
privately that they feel some of 
the requests are too high. 

With a sharp rise in the 
school operating budget plus the 
prospect of another bond issue 
for school construction looming 
in 1969, another tax increase, as 
high as 40 per cent, seems to 
move nearer. Scott, however, 
will not comment at this time 
on the probability of such an 
increase.

statewide planning districts, 
composed of supposedly like 
political subdivisions that 
happen to adjoin each other, 
are looked to as a Utopia in 
the solving of regional pro- 
blems. On paper the purposes 
look outstanding, but in prac- 
tice we have doubts and can 
only hope such a Utopian con- 
cept can succeed. 

Already disputes are in the 
making.

Obviously the problems of the 
two are not the same and, v/hile 
they lie physically adjacent to 
each other they actually have 
little in common. Perhaps this 
can be changed before final de^ 
liniation, if the public hearing 
scheduled in April really list- 
ens. 

This is merely the first step 
in a long process. The planning 
districts hopefully will become 



service districts and eventually 
a regional level of government, 
if the orginal intent is carried 
out. We are pleased that the 
state has taken the problems of 
the cities and counties into con- 
sideration at last, but already 
ther^is criticism of too much 
statecontrol. 

In addition the localities have 
the optionof joining the prog ram 
at all. This could make for a 
crazy pattern of joiners and 
non-joiners. 

Certainly politics and politi- 
cians will g et into the picture 
also. Too ofterTsuch political 
maneuver ings have caused clup- 
lication of effort and the im- 
peding of progress. It could 
happen in this matter if it is 
not caught nov; and controlled. 
i Regional efforts are necess- 
ary to progress. While other 
cities in south Tidewater are 
no longer growing, Virginia 
Beach is. There must be real 
cooperation if e i t h e r Virginia 
Beach or other cities are to 
succeed in the best manner in 
the future. 



Growing Pains 



It's that time of year again 
v/hen the city budget is being 
prepared. The largest single 
item in it, more than half, is 
the school operating budget. And 
indications are it's going to be 
higher thjs year than ever be- 
fore. 

Some of the salary and frin- 
ge benefit proposals of the local 
education association may be 
slightly out of line, but gener- 
ally speaking the requests are 
in accord with requests of other 
political subdivisions. It is es- 
timated that all the requests 
v/ill amount to about a $24.5 
million budget. No doubt that 
will be pared down somewhat, 
but it wilF still be higher than 
the $18.2 million school budget 
of last year. 

The starting salary recom- 
mended is $6,500, or $500 high- 
er than last year. That may 
seem like quite a jump, but it 
is the same as is being recom- 
mended all over Tidewater. And 
Virginia Beach must compete.

Virginia Beach is moving 
ahead v/ith plans to take over 
the water lines owned by Nor- 
folk. That ord^Ty takeoverwlIT 
come about by July 1 through 
purchase if all goes v/ell. 

City Manager Roger Scott has 
v;isely recommended the hiring 
of consultants to took into all 
facets of the v/ater service and 
to help set water rates. Nov/ 
the negotiations can get down 
to some serious stages, and 
hopefully the city v/ill be in 
the v/ater business v/ithout a 
hitch come July 1. 

This after all is the best 
way. No matter v/here the water 
comes from the city should 
own its own lines and should 
gam full economic advantage 
from the sale of the v/ater. 



But v/ater needs for this city 
are far from met. And estimates 
are that nationwide those needs 
wttt Increase ftve-fotd-irrthe- 
next 50 years. The largest pro- 
jected increases v/ill be for 
domestic and municipal use, in- 
dustrial use and cool ingofpov/- 
erplants. 

New methods must be found 
of inexpensively desalinating 
sea water and conservation 
must be practiced. Unless this 
is done the cost of v/ater supply 
v/ill increase greatly in the 
next fev/ years.

Howell, the first announced candidate in the 
July Democratic primary. Houell will meet 
with supporters in Charrottesville Saturday to 
make a decision whether to run in the primary 
or to run only as an independent in the 
November General Election. 
U Ho'.vell does indeed bolt the par ty it will 



come as a shock to many of his supporters 
because Howell has for so long been extremely 
vocal about those who bolt the party and 
run or act as independents. He has quite 
often deplored this practice and has always 
called himself a "straight ticket" Democrat. 

Privately there are a number of supporters 
of William Battle and Lt. Gov. Fred Pollard

If Howell stays 
in the three way race, he could force a runoff 
primary if no one gets a clear majority, 
but it's unlikely he would be the eventual 
winner in a two way race. 

Should he run as an independent in the fall 
it is believed by many observers a GOP con- 
tender could win. And now that Lin>vood 
Holton still looks like the GOP standard barer 
and that the judgeship talk of a week ago 
was merely a imokescreen 'o get his name 
advanced a bit further within and wittout the 
R^wAlican party, more cr'-ience is glvc-n 
to the beliefs <rf those c*ser\«.i s. 



Godwin is the first Virginia Governor in 
recent history to be elected without a clear 
majority, and there are fears that all the 
factions now in the primary race could add 
impetus to GOP hopes. 

Meanwhile Pollard is campaigning hard on 
the continuation of the broadened education 
and mental health programs of the Godwin 
administration. He says he wants to keep the 
"good things happening," and it's hard to fight 
success. 

Ba t tle this week announced some more key 
appointments in his campaign retiaue.^Buflias 
not completely hit the campaign trail again 
himself, or at least not so he has received 
a f real deal of publicity for it. 

At least all three Democrats have agreed 
in substance on one thing. They have decided, 
if all three file in the primary, whoevef the 
winner is, all the others will support him 
actively in the November election. That must 
be some kind of political shenanigans too, 
since Howell still isn't sure of making the 
primary at all. 

Now that the House of Delegates races in 
Virginia Beach are beginning to shape up, 
support for gubernatorial candidates should 
soon be evident here also. Reportedly both 
B. R. Middleton and Rhae Adams are support- 
ing Battle, Init there are still expected to be 
other candidates. Just whom fliey will support 
is not known. 

And then there is stiU the imponderable. 
T. Marshall Hahn, president of VPI, who 
says he has another month before he'll let 
it be known whether be intends to enter the 
gubernatorial swe^cstakes for the primary. If 
he does, look for more j-ehuffling and a 
political free-for-all. 



In 1892, Carnegie Steel Works at Homestead, Penn., had a 
great strike; the men demanding a revised wage scale and 
recognition of their union. With the aid of 8,000 state troops and 
at the expense of ten deaths and 60 injured, the strike was won 
for the company. At the same time. President Harrison was 
ordering Federal troops to suppress a miners strike in Ohio. 
There were numerous strikes in 1894 involving about three 
quarters of a million workmen. Little by little, the common man 
was successfully claiming for himself the position designated for 
him in the Declaration of Independence. The balance between the 
few and the many was working. Both seemed to have enough power 
to protect one from the other. The pent-up forces of democracy 
were seeking an outlet in organized political action. This 
largely took the form of labor organizations under such men 
as Eugene Debs. 

In 1900 our population was 76,000,000 people. Of this number 
less than 5,000,000 were classed af farmers; 2,550,000 were 
wage-earning farm hands; 2,550,000 were«wage earners in 
-domestic and personal service; 3,000,000 worked in trade and 
transportation; and 19,000,000 worked in manufacturing and 
mechanical pursuits. Over 6,000,000 persons over ten years of 
age were wholly illiterate. 

The fact was, though we did not recopize it then, and do not 
want to today, that the forces let loose by the Industrial Revolu- 
tion and the age of applied science were causing new patterns 
to be made m the nations, patterns in which cooperation and 
socialization on a hitherto undreamed-of scale would replace 
to a great extent the rugged individualism of the American 
frontier. The first step in this direction was the Corporation 
tax of 1908; followed Shortly thereafter by the personal income 
tax enacted March 1, 1913. 

In the summer of 1914, a pistol shot rang out at Sarajeva 
and an Austrian Archduke was mu rd ered. A ugtria declared war 
on Serbia. Other nations quickly followed - Germany, Russia, 
France, Belgium and Great Britain. The lights of the world went 
out. On April 2, 1917, before a special session of Congress, 
President Wilson asked Cengress to declare war on Germany. 

America revisited the old world to make the world safe for 
democracy. In the process we left 126,000 of our men buried 
beneath white crosses on European soil. The survivors came 
back restless and to an imperfect peace. A certain recklessness 
^wept the^land. The campaigns ot s e ll gov e r nment bonds during 
the war had resulted in 65,000,000 persons becoming owners of 
American securities. 

Speculation became rampant as always in war and post-war 
periods. Multitudes became familiar with the machinery of stock 
markets and quotations for the first time and freely participated 
in the exciting market from 1922 to 1929. The size of personal 
fortunes took another stride forward and the country could now 
name billionaires instead of multi-millionaires. 

Before the decade was over, Henry Ford refused a $1,000, 
000.000 check for" his interest in Ford Motor Company. Henry 
Ford stated the cf edo of the times when he said "we iww know 
that anything which is economically right is also morally ri^it. 
There can be no conflict between good economics and good 
morals." 

The wild speculation of the stock market rose to more and 
more fantastic heights. In 1929 the whole economic structure, 
like the walls of Jericho, came tumbling down. The gt oat de- 
pression tad arrived, as had the era of social legislation.

~ager Roger Scott for approval. 
C. B. Arnette, representing a 
group of civic organizations in

Grant areas,'asked the city's 
help in constructing a Comm- 
unity recreational center some- 
where in the general Plaza area. 
Commission Chairman Maury 
Riganto and Parks and Rec- 
reation Director Harold White- 
hurst said that they favored 
such a center but emphasized 
that it would have to be oper- 
ated as a public facility before 
the parks and recreation de- 
paafetjenti could support it.

In Special Forces serving in 
remote and dangerous areas of 
Vietnam as an advisor. 

The letter was rather path- 
etic. It told of Palmer's seeing 
a buddy killed by a trick used 
by the Viet Cong. They wrote 
"pidgen" English pamphlets 
and left them along trails or 
dropped them from planes. The 
South Vietnamese could not read 
the English. When they passed 
them to an American advisor 
a nearby sniper would shoot 
to kill his selective target. 

Less than two months later 
Pllmer and his men were trapp- 
ed in the delta area in a cross- 
fire and he called for air striken 
on his own position. Miracul- 
-^usly he and most of his men 
were saved by this action. For 
his bravery and heroism he was 
awarded the., .^rmy's second 
highest medal, the Distinguished 
Service Cross, and a short 
time later was commissioned 
a 2nd lieutenant in a Regular 
Army direct commission. 

When he came home he told 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN of 
the horrow and atrocities in 
Vietnam. The picture he paint- 
ed was not a pleasant one. He 
said then only military might 
could end the war completely. 

Then matters improved for 
this young married man who 
had three children at the time. 
He began a two-year tour at 
Ft. Bragg, N.C. first as a spec- 
ial services instructor, then 
as aide to several generals. 

"It all happened so fast," 
be^said. '4 couldn't realize Jt 
was really happening. First the 
DSC, then the commission th^n 
aide to the generals..." 

Thus began a whirlwind of 
activity for Palmer, who is now 
a 1st lieutenant, and wiU soon 
be promoted to Captain. Besides 
working about 60 hours a week 
for the generals and setting 
up and attending social func- 
tions, he wasresponsibleforaU 
the activities of the general 
officers he served. In addition 
his family also increased with 
the birth of a son. 

This assignment ended, he 
chose to put his green beret 
back on and attended the Un- 
conventional Warfare school at 
Fort Bragg for three months 
to learn the new methods being 
used in Vietnam. 

Now he is ready to leave a- 
gain for Vietnam ftwapother 
year oftSfeger in tt» remote 
areas of the country. He will 
be doing much the same work 
he did before as a Sergeant. 

He said the school taught him 
that the VC is more sophistic- 
ated in fighting methods now. 
He added that in the years 
to come they will be even more 
efficient in guerilla tactics. 

"Their motivation is stron- 
ger now," he said, "and they

have better Chinese weapons." 
He said the method used is 
to mobilize their minds. Palmer 
feels that the North Vietnamese, 
with this motivation, are better 
fighters than the South Viet- 
namese. He said this is gen- 
erally accepted to be true now, 
while it was merely his opin- 
ion three years ago. 

The only honorable end Pal- 
mer can see is a military vic- 
tory, but he sees these "wars 
of liberation" ^ting away at 
freedom all over the world 
no matter how this one ends. 

He feels that China, will be 
ready for an all out war in 
20 years and that Chinese might 
must be crippled now. 

"The way we're doing it now, 
we can't win in South Vietnam," 
said Palmer. "We can only get 
to the 50-yard line. We must 
hit hard to win." 

Palmer says he has no doubts 
about the justification of the 
United States being in Vietnam, 
and he deplores the protesters 
all over the world who are 
using the war for propogand- 
istic purposes. He also feels the 
Paris talks wiU go on as long 
as the enemy wishes. 

In another frightening note. 
Palmer says wars of liberation 
may have to be fought in Africa, 
South American or even Cuba 
in the next 20 years, no matter 
what happens now. 

It is still not a bright pic- 
ture that Lt. Palmer paints. 
It may even sound like an ex- 
ercise in futility. But the fut- 
ure "of our country will always 
be secure as long as people 
like Harold Palmer take their 
chosen job seriously. 

Lt. Palmer is on his way 
back to the unknown... to Viet-

There "^ereillhesses in the 
family- -iohFofthf children had 
a cleft palate— but on the whole 
the family was fortunate be- 
cause they were able to receive 
medical aid through Foster 
Parents Plan. The agency stre- 
sses help to the entire family 




as well as to the child. In most 
countries where Plan maintains 
offices there is a Foster Par- 
ents medical--clinic with doc- 
tors, nurses and drugs.

Mrs. Cole was married a 
short while after she had been 
subscribing to the Foster Par- 
ents program.

The girl they were given, 
Ngan Yuk, is 13 years old. 
There are five other girls and 
one boy in Ngan Yuk's family. 

Her father, a construction coo- 
lie, never had more than a few 
months of school. Building tr- 
ades have gone into recession 
in Hong Kong, and he can only 
work ten days a month with 
total earnings for a month of 
$26.32. Ngan Yuk's mother tries 
to help support the family by 
doing piecework at home, but 
this only brings in about $5,30 



letters to the Coles. Her letters 
like those of the little girl 
from Ecuador, are full of news 
of holidays and family life, 
the letters the Coles receive 
are translated by Foster Par- 
ents Plan. They are sent the_ 
original as well as the trans- 
lation. 

The amount of money re- 
quired to support a Foster child

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Sauce Has Romantic History 



An especially delightful sec- 
tion of Louisiana is that known 
as Cajun country, near New 
Iberia, where descendants of 
settlers from the Evangeline 
country of Nova Scotia have 
canied on their language and 
cooking traditions. — 



These people of French back- 
ground were originally called 
Acadians, but time and the Sou- 
thern dialect have softened it 
to "Cajun." Deep in this stor- 
ied land is Avery Island, home 
of Tabasco pepper sauce. Here 
among jungle gardens, bird 
sanctuaries, a salt mine dating 
from far before Civil War days, 
and productive oil fields in the 
surrounding marshlands, lives 
the Mcllhenny family which 
manu^ctures this unique liquid 
pepper seasoning. 

Thyword Tabascoi has been 
thsg^clusive trademark for the 
saQce made and bottled by the 
Mcllh^ijny Company since 1868, 
and was the second trademark 
registered in the U. S. Patent 
Office. The name is an Indian 

— word meaning "land where the 
soil is humid." The peppers 
have flourished on the family- 
owned island since before the 
Civil War, and it has been a 
century now since the sauce 
was If^rst commercially sold. 

In 1848, after the Mexican 
War, an American soldier of 
fortunje- known only as Gleason, 
remained in Mexico. After five 
years (he sailed back to New 
Orl e arjs, w he re he nie t Edmund 
Mcllhenny, a former New Or- 
leans banker. Giving him some 
seeds he had brought from sou- 
thern Mexico, he said they would 
produce a pepper pod of espe- 
cially fine flavor and color. 

r Mcllhenny, a lover of well-sea- 
soned food, planted the seeds in 
the garden of his father-in- 

7 law's plantation at Avery Island, 

At the time of the Civil War, 
the Avery and Mcllhenny fami- 
lies were forced to leave their 
plantation home and move to. 
Texas. Then they returned to 
the island, they found a num- 
ber of pepper plants had sur- 
vived the destruction of the 
plantation by Union forces. Us- 
ing these peppers, Mr. Mcll- 
henny continued his experi- 
ments, creating the original re- 
cipe for Tabasco brand sauce 
in the late 1860's. He then 
vigorously promoted and mar-

Possibilities for dressing the 
chops in elegant style are end- 
less.

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Geraniums A dd Color to Homes 
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(Editor's note: Here is an- 
other in the series oh home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
klns, Extension horticulturist at 

tr^iaTech.) 



Geraniums are among the 
mcJSt useful of flowering plants. 
In fact, we should not limit 
our praise to those which pro- 
duce blooms. There are many 
fine geraniums which are also 
of value as foliage plants. 

As house plants, the attrac- 
tive white, pink and red blooms 
bring real cheerfulness into the 
home during the cold days of 
winter. And, if you have tro- 
uble providing adequate light to 
promote flowering during these 
cloudy months, you may enjoy 
the beauty and fragrance of the 
scented varieties. 

Buy some geranium plants 
now from your florist or garden 
center. They will serve two pur- 
poses by adding beauty to your 
home this winter, and provid- 
ing a source of cuttings next 
spring to start plants for your 
flower beds and borders. 

Many of the new geraniums 
produce an abundance of large 
attractive flowers and are ex- 
cellent in the house or out- 
doors. Ask your florist or 
green-house grower for some of 
the new varieties which toler- 
ate hot weather. These new 
types will add beautiful color 
to your garden all summer and 
not stop growing during hot 
weather as the older varieties 
do. . -- . 

Your geraniums will grow in 
any kind of pot as long as the 
soil is well drained. Plastic 
pots in subdued colors are very 
practical. They are more att- 
ractive and easier to keep clean 
than the old-style clay pots. 
Be sure the size or color is 
inot so conspicuous as to de- 
tract from the plant in^he pot. 

Give your geramums as much 
light as possible.N^lfect sun- 



are to continue blooniing dur< 
ing the winter. Fluorescent 
lights will help promote good 
growth, but light from the sun 
or Incandescent lamps is need- 
ed to maintain flowering. 

Have ycftt. ever tried to raise 
geraniums ffom seed? Several 
fine disease-resistant varieties 
are how available. These will 
add variety to your indoor gar- 
dening and give you some in- 
teresting types for use as bedd- 
ing plants next summer. The 
Carefree, Nittany Lion, and 
Read strains are useful as house 
plants or for the outdoor gar- 
den. 

Plant geranium seeds in Feb- 
urary. The young plants will 
be large enough to transplant 
to your outdoor flower beds in 
May. They should then produce 
an abundance of bloom during 
the entire summer. Plant the 
seeds in regular sterilized 
potting soil, covering them 
about one-fourth inch deep. 

The germination of geranium 
seeds may be somewhat un- 
even but do not be concerned. 
The first seedlings should app- 
ear in about five days, and 
others may continue to emerge 



for several weeks. Transplant 
into three or four-inch pots and 
keep in full sun to avoid leggy 
growth. 



Tour geraniums need plenty 
of water but the soil must not 
be allowed to become water- 
logged. Promote good green 
growth with a soluble house 
plaiit fertilizer. Apply a dilute 
solution every two or three 
weeks and avoid an excess which 
might increase vegetative gr- 
owth and reduce flowering.
